sities, and for that reason it may be 
even more difficult to stop. It is 
clear, however, that both steps will 
be heartily welcomed by modern 
thinkers in China and by public 
opinion abroad as indicating a trend 
towards social reform which js 
tadly wanted. 





Charity Organisation 

With the new scheme for cn- 
ordinating the work of charitable 
societiés in Shanghai in order 
to. prevent overlapping and ex- 
ploitation of the societies’ benevo- 
jence by the undeserving there will 
be general sympathy. The  ex- 
perience of the’ members of the 
Special Relief Committee of the 
Associated Charities is undeniable 
and on that account alone the pro- 
posals sponsored by them demanil 
confidence. Yet it seems unfor- 
tunate ihat the present time of 
specially acute distress should be 
seized upon to make ‘the elimina- 
tion of the undeserving beggar so 
Prominent a feature of the com- 
mittee’s activities. Whether the 
times are hard or good the unde- 
serving beggar remains the same 
undeserving. .The danger lies in 
giving the public an ‘impression 
that cases in need of assistance 
have to run the gauntlet of more 
than the usual prudent inquiries 
which discriminating _ philanthro- 
pists ought to make. It is difficult 
to resist the conviction that the 
committee’s issue of identification 
books will merely discourage re- 
course to the Associated Charities 
by men and women deserving unob- 
trusive, sympathetic and time y help. 
In some hands identification books 
will be looked upon as licences to 
‘beg. In point of fact no one should 
give way to the importunity of 
any casual caller but should firmly 
direct him or her to the Appro- 
priate organisation which ean be 
easily ascertained from the list of 
charities now circulated. It is no 
exaggeration io say that the best 
and most valuable charitable 
endeavour is carried out with every 
possible safeguard avainst unneces- 
sary blazoning of the identity of 
the recipients of relief. Let the 
societies, by all means in their 
power, protect themselves and .their 
supporters against the impostor 
and the professional beggar. Co- 
ordination and judicious consulta- 
tion from time to time through 
the medium of the Special Relief 
Committee are to be commended. 
The issue of identification books, 
however, may create a class which, 
although officially “deserving,” has, 
in common with the undeserving, 
one vital and devastating defect— 
a loss of self-respect, 


Undue Publicity 


The British Legation is to be 
commended for the statement it 
issued with regard to the undue 
publicity that is being given to the 
negotiations which are under way 
for the release of Mrs. Pawley and 
Mr. C. Corkran, It is difficult to 
escape the impression that in cer- 
tain quarters the kidnapping of the 
unfortunate couple has been availed 
of as the basis for a newspaper 
Tt is desirable at all times 
that outrages such as the one in 
question should receive the fullest 
possible notice in the foreign press, 
and that for many more reasons 
than one, but residents in China 
have had it brought home to them 
so many times in the past that such 
negotiations are always of a most 
difficult character, that 
calculated to interfere with the 
delicate work which is being done 
near Newchwang must be regarded 
with considerable misgiving.

Customs Expert Attending 


At the request of the Chinese 
Delegation to the League of Na- 
tions Mr, L. K. Little, Commissioner 
of Customs and Personal Secretary 
to Sir Frederick Maze, Inspector- 
General of Customs, has been in- 
structed by the Ministry of Finance 
to proceed to Geneva to advise the 
Chinese Delegation on matters 
arising from the seizure of the 
Manchurian Customs establishment 
by Japan. It is understood that 
Mr. Little is leaving Shanghai _at 
an early date and that the duration 
of his stay in Geneva will depend 
upon circumstances. 

In his capacity as Personal Sec- 
retary to Sir Frederick Maze, Mr. 
Little is completely seized of all 
technical and administrative prob- 
lems concerned with the Man- 
churian Custom and his presence 
will be invalueble to the Chinese 
delegates who will thus be able to 
obtain authoritative guidance on 
such details of Customs Administra- 
tion as may require elucidation in 
the course of the discussions at 
Geneva—deteils which obviously 
would not be readily forthcoming 
in the absence of expert assistance. 
The Finance Ministry’s decision to 
depute Mr. Little to attend the pro- 
ceedings at Geneva is based on 
appreciation of the Delegation’s 
needs and should prove of the 
utmost, benefit to them in making 
adequate presentation of China's 
case before the League.

French Attitude Defined 
Paris, Sept, 22, 


“France stands by M. Briand’s an« 
nouncement with regard to “Man- 
churia, She has never for a mo- 
ment considered recognising the 
‘State of Manchukuo’ and she will 
await the Lytton Commission’s re- 
port and will stand by the decision 
of the League of Nations. There 
is consequently no question of any 
change in France's policy in the 
Far East. Her attitude remains 
that of last autumn as defined by 
M. Briand.” 

This authoritative statement was 
made to Reuter this morning as a 
commentary on recent reports that 
France Was about to “change her 
policy with regard to the Far East 
and the League.” 

It was pointed out further to 
Reuter’s Paris correspondent: — 


1. France has always upheld the 
findings of the League of Nations 
in connection with respect for treaty 
rights in the Far East, 

2. France has never disagreed 
with the United States with regard 
to Manchuria, consequent there 
is no question of her “falling into 
line with the United States” at the 
present juncture, 

It is recalled the M. Briand's 
policy as declared nearly a year ago 
aimed at a peaceful settlement of 
the Manchurian question even at 
the price of certain delay, for he 
Was no partisan of “bull in a China- 
shop” diplomacy, 

The French spokesman to-day re- 
ferred on this point to the ex-For- ‘ 
cign Minister's speech at the open- 
ing of the Council of the League 
on November 16 last year and also 
to that made on the occasion of 
the decision to send out the Com- 
mission of Investigation.

China Takes Measures to Collect Duties: 
Manchukuo Remittances 


Mr. T. V. Soong, Minister of {notice—Harbin, 
Finaneé, issued the following state- 
ment on Sept, 23:— 

“The so-called ‘Manchukuo For- 
eign Minister’, Mr. Hsieh Chieh- 
shih, announced on September 15, 
that ‘Manchukuo’ would henceforth 
treat China wholly as an alien 
nation in matters of customs tariff, 
ecommerce and navigation, as in all 
other respects, Beginning on Sept. 
25, he added, export and import 
duties would be imposed on all, 
merchandise between China and 
‘“Manchukuo’. 

“In view of the above, the Na- 
tional Government has instructed 
the Ministry of Finance that since 
for the time being, the Customs 
authorities are unable to collect the 
lawful customs duties at Man- 
churian ports, the Custom Houses 
there are to be closed until further 
notice, and the duties that should 
have been collected there will be 
temporarily collected, as far as pos- 
sible, at all Customs stations south 
of the Great Wall. Detailed an- 
nouncements to that effect are being 
made by the respective Commis- 
sioners of Customs at the various 
ports.” 


Commenting on this measure, Mr. 
Soong said: “The National Govern- 
ment has throughout showed the 

atest’ forbearance when the 
japanese, in the guise of ‘Manchu- 
kuo authorities,’ commenced to 
seize the various Custom Houses in 

- Manchuria last spring, and which 
culminated in the seizure of the 
Dairen Customs in June. The Gov- 
ernment made no move to change 
the previous practice governing the 
transit of domestic goods between 
Manchuria and the rest of China, 
and duty-paid foreign goods arriv- 
ing from Manchuria at other Chi- 
nese ports have likewise not been 
subjected to duty at those ports. 
Although under strong pressure of 
public opinion, it has refrained from

Warships at Chefoo 


Sept. 23. 

A number of warships are now 
gathering in Chefoo bay. 

No Jess than 15 foreign war 
vessels lie at anchor here as neutral 
spectators of the civil war, while 
the Chinese cruiser Haiching is 
arriving from Tsingtao to-night, 
making a total of three Chinese 
warships at Chefoo, 

The Chefoo Chamber of Com- 
merce is reported to be negotiating 
with the local military authorities 
asking them to permit the Chinese 
navy to land 400 marines to 
assume temporary control of the 
town for policing purposes and 
suggesting that the military should 
withdraw. 

The authorities here are main- 
taining the utmost secrecy regard 
ing war news, but they claim that 
both armies are maintaining order 
and refraining from looting. 

The Chefoo populace is pursuing 
its normal activities and calmly 
awaiting the entrance of the vic- 
torious army, whichever it may be. 

Meanwhile the motor road be- 
tween Chefoo and Weihsien, where 
it joins the Tsinan-Tsingtao Rail- 
way, is cut up with deep ruts and 
worn almost beyond recognition 
owing to the immense number of 
conscripted carts and mules pass- 
ing over it continuously, transport- 
ing food and supplies to the war 
zone, 

The Chinese gunboat Kiang Lee

While the naval leaders profess

Missionaries in Flight 
Chefoo, Sept. 26. 


Refugee American missionaries 
from Laichow arrived here to-day 
following a tedious and hazardous 
150 miles journey, half of which 
they travelled by foot through 
indescribable mire, They carried 
with them only suitcases which 
held their immediate possessions. 

The exodus was described by 
them as most hurried, as bullets 
were flying in all directions and 
their lives depended on speed. A 
marvellous example of the fortitude 
which is one of the most predomin- 
ant virtues of Chinese women, was 
given by one of the Chinese women 
refugees. She had been delivered 
of a child only four hours before 
the departure but nevertheless 
travelled with the rest and arrived 
safely at Hwanghsien, 65 miles 
distant, with her baby in her arms. 

Before the exit from Laichow a 
soldier forcibly entered the home of 
one of the missionaries and, when 
a Chinese servant protested, the 
soldier slashed him severely. with 
his sword, Another missionary call- 
ed at the telegraph office and found 
there a huge pile of telegrams 
waiting to be delivered. Upon in- 
quiry he was told that instructions 
had been issued to collect the 
money for telegrams but not to 
deliver them. 

The missionaries state that Gen- 
eral Liu on his arrival in Laichow, 
immediately ordered the felling of 
all the trees surrounding the city 
moat.

Government Prestige Enhanced 
Nanking, Sept, 26, 


Gen, Han Fu-chu, whose troops 
recently came into conflict with 
those of Gen. Liu Chen-nien near 
Chefoo, has sent the following cir- 
culer telegram to the Government, 
the Party Headquarters, 
public bodies and the press: 

“In obedience to the orders of 
the Executive Yuan, dated Septem- 
ber 20, stating ‘the Government 
has received a réport that the 3rd 
Route Army and the 2ist Division 
are fighting near Chang-I, Shan- 
tung. As troop movements with- 
out Government orders are strictly 
forbidden, you are to sec to it that 
pending investigations and final

Government.”

Plant to be Established 
Near Wuhu 


Nanking, Sept. 25, 
.__ The negotiations which have been 
in progress between the Ministry of 
Industry and “a German financial 
group” for the establishment of an 
$80,000,000 steel plant in China 
have been concluded. 

It is understood that the site of 
the proposed plant will be at Ma 
An Shan, near Wuhu, where a rich 
vein of iron ore has been found, 

It is planned to construct a plant 
capable of a daily output of 500 
ons. 

The agreement, it is reported, will 
be signed within a week. Herr 
Wedenmeyer js representing the 
German group and Huang Chang-tao 
the Ministry of the Interior. 

The required -sum will be raised 
through the flotation of bonds. 
Half the loan will be secured on 
the Li Chia Chai coal mines near 
Pengpu, Anhui, while the other 
half will be in the form of bonds 
secured on a Customs surtax on 
coal, iron and steel imports end 
iron ore exports. The bonds will 
bear seven per cent. interest and 
will be redeemed in seven years. 
The surtax is expected to yield

PATENTS LAW IN 
EMBRYO 


Legislative Yuan's New 
Regulations 


Nanking, Sept. 20. 


What may be regarded as virtual 
la patents law in embryo, entitled 
“Provisional Regulations for the 
Encouragement of Industrial Arts,” 
was adopted at the last (202nd) 
meeting of the Legislative Yuan. 
_ According to the new Regula- 
tions, any citizen of the Republic of 
China who makes an invention of 
either a new industrial product or 
& new process of producing a known 
product may apply to the Ministry 
of Industry for the grant of a 
patent. A patentee will have the 
exclusive right of producing and 
selling the patented artiche through- 
out China. 

The duration of a patent-right is 
limited to ten years, the minimura 
period being five years. No patent

what has to be said on the 
subject it should be emphasised 
that the greatest possible sympa- 
thy is felt for the unhappy 
victims of this latest outrage, 
and also their relatives who are, 
naturally, passing through a 
most anxious time. But this 
offer of the “Daily Mail” is the 
most dangerous step that has 
been taken in recent years in 
connection with abduction cases, 
and is fraught with so many 
potential perils that not only will 
those who realise what the situa- 
tion is in China refrain from 
endorsing the step which has 
been taken, but will, undoubted- 
ly, heartily disapprove of it. The 
only kind thing that can be said 
for the offer is that it was pro- 
bably made with the best. possible 
intentions, though it indicates a 
lack of knowledge of the actual 
state of affairs which in the cir- 
cumstances is positively ap- 
palling. The organisation of a 
rescue party would © be a risky 
proceeding, for it is apparent 
that if such a party endeavoured 
to secure the freedom of the 
captives by the use of force it 
would have the effect of serious- 
ly imperilling the lives of the 
very people it was designed to 
assist. It is probable that those 
responsible in the north for 
assisting the persons carried off 
fully realise the danger of any 
such proceeding and would be 
the first to impress on the people 
at home that the only way of 
securing their freedom is by 
negotiation, and possibly the pay- 
ment of a ransom, but on a more 
modest scale than the bandits 
themselves demand, and even 
considerably less than the “Daily 
Mail” is offering. 


The bandits have demanded 
$700,000 together with a collec- 
tion of gifts from pistols to gold 
wrist watches. The “Daily Mail” 
has come forward with an initial 
offer of what in dollars amounts 
to somewhat over $160,000. Is 
it at all likely that, when this 
news reaches them, as it 
undoubtedly will that they will 
make any considerable modifica- 
tion of their demand, when they 
realise that already so large a 
sum has beén made available? 
The offer, viewed in that light, 
not only fails to be of any prac- 
tical assistance in securing the 
liberation of the unlucky couple, 
but may in the long run prove a 
most effective obstacle to that 


In some respects, indeed, China 
has also reason to welcome a 
breathing space. Developments in 
Shantung are stil] in obscurity. 
Strenuous efforts are being made 
by the Government to induce 
General Han Fu-chu, who claims 
“loyalty to General Chiang Kai- 
shek” to consider the deplorable 
consequences of accentuating 
disunion at this juncture.

PRESS LAWS 
‘ Sept, 21. 

An interesting situation has 
arisen in connection with the 
Chinese Law of Publication, 
which was promulgated on 
December 16, 1930, and implified 
by detailed enforcement rules of 
October 7, 1932. It is under- 
stood that notices have been sent 
round to foreign newspapers and 
Periodicals of all classes re- 
quiring that they should be 
registered in accordance with 
Articles 7 and 8 of the law in 
question. It is an unusual re- 
quest and while it may have to 
be complied with in the long run, 
raises important jssues of which 
it is just as well sight should 
not be Jost. The provision under

In what sort of security will for- 
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which it apparently desired that 
foreign newspapers should be 
registered is in many ways a 
peculiar one, and undoubtedly 
originally drafted for the pur- 
pose of establishing a certain 
degree of control over Chinese 
papers, for it provides not ‘only 
for registration with the Mini- 
stry of the Interior, but in. cer- 
tain cases, also with the Gentral 
Kuomintang Publicity Depart- 
ment. Thus 
“Where a newspaper or periodical 
prints matter concerning Party 
principles or Party affairs, it 
shall also apply through the Pro- 
vincial Headquarters, or other 
Party Headquarters of equal rank 
thereto, to the Central Kuomin- 
tang Publicity Department for 
registration.” 
All newspapers at some time or 
other in China refer to Party 
principles, or party affairs, not 


only as news, but in connection fe 


with editorial comment, and it 
would seem that all newspapers 
will be required to register not 
only with a government organ, 
but with a department of a party. 
The endeavour to make foreign 
newspapers amenable to the 
jurisdiction of the Ministry of 
the Interior, in these days when 
some degree of extraterritorial- 
ity still exists, may be regarded 
with no little interest and pos- 
sibly acquiescence even though 
it infringes the principle just 
invoked, but it is unthinkable, 
that, because a foreign news- 
paper comments upon Chinese 
politics, and, therefore, on party 
affairs, it should be required to 
go through a process of registra- 
tion which recognises in some 
aspects a form of party control. 
On the face of it, ‘there is 
nothing in the particulars desir- 
ed in the application for regis- 
tration to which any respectable 
newspaper could possibly object. 
All that is desired is “(1) the 
name of ‘the newspaper or 
periodical: (2) Whether any 
news is printed on the subject 
of the Party principles, party 
affairs or political matters: (3) 
Period of issue, whether daily, 
thrice weekly, etc.: (4) Date of 
first publication: (5) Name and 
address of publishing office and 
printing office: (6) Names, ages 
and addresses of publisher and 
editor. Where there are several 
editors for the different depart- 
ments (of the newspaper or 
periodical) the names, ages and 
addresses of the editors of all 
the departments shall be given.” 
It is a little difficult to under- 
stand why the Jaw should require 
particulars of departmental 
editors. It seems to import into 
the law the doctrine of individual 
editorial responsibility regard- 
less of the fact that in other 
countries the only persons 
responsible in law for publica- 
tions are the publisher and the 
editor. Another interesting 
feature of the enactment which 
is thus being brought prominent- 
ly to public attention jis that 
section defining offences and pro- 
viding for penalties. How, it 
may be asked, is it proposed to 
inflict such penalties on publish- 
ers and editors in possession of 
extraterritorial privileges? It is 
obvious that it cannot be done. 
It is certain that fines cannot be 
collected, nor imprisonment im- 
posed without recourse to the 
courts of the nationality of the 
offenders, Nor at the present 
times could an order for suspen- 
sion run within the Treaty Ports. 
But the power to impound a 
paper js still there, and while 
that also could not be availed 
of within the foreign settlements, 
it is clear that outside the 
Chinese government could and 
would in certain cases avail 
themselves of this remedy. 
What has led to this novel re- 
quirement of the proprietors of 
foreign newspapers is not made 
clear. It may be for the purpose 
of providing machinery to deal 
with a particular type of periodi- 
cal which has offended the 
Chinese Government by reason 
of the policy it has adopted. Gn 
the other hand it might be for 
the regularising in the future of 
certain steps which have been 
taken in the past against both 
foreign and Chinese newspapers. 
There is a danger that the irra- 
tional application of the powers 
which the Law: of Publication 
gives may not only have the 
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effect. of stifting improper ‘criti- 
cism but also that which is pro- 
per, and in this direction it will 
be necessary that the greatest 
care is taken as to. the manner 
in which such remedies as do 
exist against foreign owned 
Publications are ap lied, In 
principle it is impossible to dis- 
agree with the contention that 
newspapers and other printed 
matter should be registered. It 
is done in other countries, and 
attempts have been made to pass 
similar legislation in the Inter- 
national Settlement, but it is 
Open to very considerable doubt 
whether this requirement to 
register could be legally enforced 
under the Treaties, and whether’ 
in all the circumstances it is 
entirely proper, especially in 
view of the fact that another 
form of registration, that with 
the Post Office, has been enforced: 
or many years past, and is 
generally considered sufficient in 
other countries, 











RETROSPECT 
Pa Sept. 28. 

A year ago on September 21 
Great Britain suspended the gold 
standard, and the anniversary 
provides a useful opportunity 
for taking stock of some of the 
developments that have taken 
place during the past twelve- 
months. Looking back it be- 
comes apparent that sufficient 
warning of the way British 
finances were trending was given 
in several very pointed speeches, 
notably those of Lord Snow- 
den, and probably to those who 
had read everything there was 
between the lines of those utter- 
ances, the decision which was 
announced on the fateful Mon- 
day morning a year ago did not 
come as so much of a shock as it 
did to those who had failed to 
realise their full import. There 
was an unbalanced budget, the 
dole was making further and 
further inroads into the British 
purse, commercially the country 
seemed at the very madir of de- 
pression and it was apparent that 
nothing but the most heroic 
efforts would rescue the United 
Kingdom from the predicament 
in which it found itself. The 
situation was met with a courage 
which set a precedent for other 
ventures which were embarked 
on during the year. Political 
interests, normally diametrically 
opposed in their views, united 
for the common purpose of mak- . 
ing the great effort which was 
demanded of the country, and 
when the coalition eventually 
went to the polls the national 
yvovernment which it had formed 
was returned to _ power with a 
majority as has never been seen 
before, The énormous budget 
deficit was wiped out through 
heavier taxation and drastic 
economies, credits obtained from 
France and the United Stxtes 
have been repaid, the cost of 
living has been kept down 
despite the introduction of the 
tari. The pound sterling still 
buys twenty-shillings’ worth of 
goods in Britain, and an annual 
sum of about £23,000,000 has 
been saved by the conversion 
operation which ranks as_ the 
biggest financial move of all 
time, 

It is a record of which any 
people could very well be proud. 
For not only did it demonstrate 
-how the nation had been brought 
to a realisation of the difficulties 
which it faced, but it gave it an 
opportunity of demonstrating a 
solidarity which, though it may 
be traditional, had never such an 
opportunity to prove itself in “he 
past. It is true that all the 
benefits which were expected 
from the suspension of the gold 
standard and the introduction of 
the tariff have not been realised 
in their entirety. That was no 
fault of the proposers of those 
measures, but rather the result 
of world development over which 
the British Empire had as little 
contro] as others of the big 
Powers, The export advantages 
to be derived from the gold 
suspension, directly their full 
import was realised, were offset 
by tariff adjustment by the 
countries most seriously affected, 
so that the immediate increase 
of trade which was noted was 
eventually stopped, though it is 
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clear that Great Britain has held 
her position in the dwindling 
trade of the world, from which 
every one of jts constituent coun- 
tries is at present suffering. Not 
only that: the introduction of 
the tariff has had the result of 
bringing industries into the 
English market from abroad, 
thereby offering greater facilities 
for the future extension of 
employment. That 
ment has not been reduced in 
the manner it was originally 
anticipated is due to the same 
dwindling of world trade to 
which reference has already 
been made, and when all the 
facts are taken into considera- 
tion it is clear that retrogression 
has been stopped, that Britain 
has successfully held her own, 
and that she is now in a better 
position to take advantage in the 
change of the world’s economic 
fortunes when it comes about. 


The position is most encourag- 
ing, even when it is realised 
that not everything that was 

- originally hoped for material- 
: ised. Men of the eminence 
of Sir Robert Horne have an- 
nounced that the world is 
rounding the corner from the 
depression through which it is 
passing; similar statements have 
been made by others of equal 
authority. There are signs in 
the United States that there also 
affairs are improving, and, 
while the outlook for certain 
specific commodities may still be 
dark, a general review of the 
situation supports the belief that 
the worst is practically past. 
There has been a_ tendency 
during these recent years to re- 
gard what has happened as 
something entirely new in the 
* economic history of the world, 
but a glance back shows that 
similar crises have developed 
after similar causes, varying in 
importance with the dimensions 
of the military struggle which 
has preceded them. With the 
signs of jmprovement which have 
already been noticed it would be 
unwise to look forward to any 
really sudden change in the 
situation. Recent happenings 
on various exchanges have shown 
a_ disposition to take every 
advantage of an upward trend, to 
realise immediate profits, with a 
somewhat unsettling effect. That 
may very well be due to a 
speculative interest in recent 
developments rather than to the 
longer view of the real investor. 
To a certain extent increases 
may be due to political in- 
fluences of no great degree of 
permanence, but it is difficult to 
disbelieve the accuracy of the 
general impression that condi- 
tions are showing signs of im- 
provement. If that indeed be so 
then what Great Britain has done 
during the past year, the enorim- 
ous sacrifices she has made, the 
sacrifices which she still has to 
offer, have had and will have the 
effect of best fitting her to seize 
full advantage of the march to- 
wards prosperity when it comes 
into full swing. In that respect 
this year has been a wonderful 
and inspiring one and the best 
possible augury of the good 
years which it is universally 
expected are ahead.

Further reference may be

Following the triumph- 
ant success of the £2,087 mil- 
lions 5 per cent. conversion 
operation, the “London Gazette” 
announced particulars concern- 
ing repayment of £12,804,000 43 
per cent. War Loan and £140,418,- 
000 43 per cent Treasury Bills. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
is generally approved in his wait- 
ing policy. The “Financial 
Times” remarked “the desire to 
defer the general reopening of 
the capita] market is clearly in 
consonance with the interests of 
the country as a whole. Any 
outstanding balance of the Five 
per cent. War Loan, of course, 
will have to be repaid on Decem- 
ber 1, while it was announced 
that the Four and a Half per 
cent. War Loan and Treasury 
bonds, totalling some £153,000,- 
000, are to be dealt with too, al- 
though details have not yet been 
made known. Before opening up 
an unknown number of channels 
for the absorption of new money, 
the authorities neturally desire 
to be certain of the extent of the 
national requirements, The 
amount which will thus be de- 
mandeq cannot be known exactly 
till after the expiration of the 
conversion offer at the end of 
September, at which date recon- 
sideration of the whole question 
is promised.

of a closed book. Eager visitors, 
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elapse before the full effect of 
all that has been done during the 
past year for the rehabilitation 
of British credit and commerce is 
generally felt. That is to a very 
great extent the answer to those 
foreign observers who compla- 
cently note that all the promises 
made by the National Govern- 
ment prior to the general elec- 
tion have not been fulfilled in 
their entirety. It would have 
been a miracle if they had been, 
and possibly a disastrous onc, 
for it becomes increasingly clear 
that no one country can go far 
ahead of the others at this junc- 
ture unless it is in a vastly 
better financial position than the 
rest of the world, and then it is 
possible that too rapid an ad- 
vance of the individual might be 
to the detriment of the communi- 
ty. For obvious reasons the 
government has been dealing 
with first things in the proper 
order of priority. It would have 
been foolhardy in the extreme if 
it had not taken advantage of the 
cheapening of money—if indeed 
that process was not undertaken 
with that very intention—by 
a conversion which was to be of 
such great benefit to future bud- 
gets. Obviously the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer will not move 
towards raising the embargo on 
Capita] Issues until his own re- 
quirements have been adequately 
met, There is nothing to indi- 
cate that what has been done has 
in any way exhausted the capital 
market: indeed there are indica- 
tions to the contrary and it is 
more than probable that when 
the complete results of the con- 
version have been ascertained, it 
will be possible to remove this 
final obstacle—and in fact the 
most important—to the progress 
which British trade is ready and 
eager to make. 





SOVIET WOES 
, Sept. 27. 

Although, with some volatile 
mentors of the public, it is an 
article of faith to depict Soviet 
Russia as a paradise to be envied 
by other less fortunate countries, 
evidence of the accuracy of such 
a picture js still far to seek. 
Early efforts to fight the evils of 
the political aspect of the 
Russian communist creed clumsi- 
ly, if honestly, resolved them- 
selves into too ready acceptance 


These 


were discounted later by the 


system. ‘Meanwhile 
Russia has remained very much 


personally conducted, have been 
assisted to perceive the excellen- 
application of com- 
munist theories to what might 
be termed model areas. They 
have not been able to pene- 
trate the vast expanse of 
shadow enveloping the favour- 
ed brightness of the artificial 
light in the window-dressed 
regions. Slowly the world out- 
side has been adjusting itself to 
the strain of over-production and 
under-consumption. It is pos- 
sible that some virtue has been 
extracted from communist econ- 
mics to redress the rigidity of the 
capitalist system. That means, 
however, that the capitalist coun- 
tries still possess the power of 
recovery by evolutionary pro- 
cesses. And, even in China, this 
faculty is not entirely lacking, 
real though the danger of a com- 
munist submersion may be. It is 
fortunate moreover that from 
time to time the veil in Russia is 
partly lifted by official Soviet 
admissions, There need be no 
exultation in deducing the 
failure of communist economics; 
the’ progress of the Russian 
people toward the solution of 
their grave national problems 
must be sympathetically and 
intelligently studied. It is im- 
portant that there should be a 
genera] appreciation of the 
manner in which M., Stalin's 
dictatorship is handling the maa- 
sive problem of Russian recon- 
struction. 

Those who prefer to form 
judgment on the basis of actual 
human actions rather than super- 
ficial speculation by casual 
















































visitors will be reluctant to 
believe, for example, that the 
continued sojourn of large bodies 
of Russians, outside their own 
country and in circumstances of 
no little hardship, is dictated by 
pure political prejudice. There 
is a constant communication be- 
tween Russian exiles with friends 
and relations in Russia and in- 
formation derived from such 
sources has long engendered the 
view that escape from Russia 
rather than an anxiety to return 
thither is the ambition of 
Russians who are neither re- 
cognised supporters of the old 
regime nor favoured pillars of 
the new. Indeed, Soviet officials 
abroad are credibly reported 
from time to time to have com- 
mitted suicide on _ receiving 
orders to return to their country. 
The once tentative belief in the 
possible efficacy of the Five Year 
Plan as a means of economic— 
and therefore politicaf—salva- 
tion has faded. The rapture of 
the first three years of that ex- 
periment has been replaced by 
an apprehension which the 
Soviet official reports fail to 
conceal. For some months past 
the progress in vital industries 
previously recorded—and duly 
emphasised by propagandist or- 
gans—has given way to stagna- 
tion and definite recession. Last 
month the Industries Department 
at Moscow stated that the steel 
and iron trades were arousing 
the gravest fears, in which’ the 
Government, the Comintern and 
the whole of the working classes 
shared. Disorder is said to mark 
the organisation of the bulk of 
Soviet industries. Much xaunt- 
ed methods which were aimed at 
mass production have proved 
useless. The fact is that indus- 
trial policy has been subordinat- 
ed to political propaganda. Huge 
works have been erected to turn 
out products as an object lesson 
to the benighted capitalist. In- 
efficient labour, lack of skilled 
direction and defective market- 
ing methods—to which inade- 
quate railway facilities have 
contributed—have brought the 
Plan to a desperate pass. 

As an example of the result of 
making political considerations 
dominant in industrial develop- 
ment “The Times” recently cited 
the experience of the Molotoff 
Motor Works at Nizhni Novgorod, 
opened on January 1 last as the 
largest of their kind in Europe. 
These works started 

“with 25,000 and later 30,000 

workmen and it was promised that 

they would turn out 50,000 motor- 
cars before the end of the year. 

So far a few hundred cars have 

been produced some lacking 

essential parts.” 
And last month it was stated by 
Russian newspapers under Soviet 
control that some 600 incomplete 
cars had been put outside the 
factory for lack of space and 
were deteriorating through ex- 
posure. This is not an isolated 
breakdown which might happen 
to a too ambitious scheme any- 
where in a time of acute econo- 
mic difficulty. In itself it is 
eloquent of gross incapacity and, 
unfortunately for the Five Year 
Plan, it is typical of grandiose 
Soviet schemes generally. That 
the Russian Government lack the 
power and the will to retrace 
their steps wil] not be contended, 
at this juncture at all events. It 
is well, however, to draw atten- 
tion to the fact that, although 
unemployment is still a mark of 
the distress in capitalist coun- 
tries, conditions in Russia do not 
suggest that from communism 
salvation is likely to come either 
there or elsewhere. Signs of a 
definite improvement in world 
conditions were noted in these 
columns last week, on reliable 
data. Yet in Russia’ where un- 
employment officially does not 
exist the Soviet authorities have 
been compelled to wink at 
employment of casual labour in 
defiance of communist theories, 
to cope with “torrential” deser- 
tions by starving workmen of 
their posts, to’ permit reversiun 
to the employment of women 
in mines, and further to inflate 
the currency. This is one aspect 
of the problem confronting the 
Russian Government to-day. It 
clearly has a close relation to 
the political support on which 
the administration can rely. It 
gives a pointer to the considera- 
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tions which are playing a part in 
Russian policy abroad and, parti- 
cularly, in the Far East.

The Bulgarian Minister for 
Finance is a brave man. In his 
search for revenue, according to 
a telegram published elsewhere, 
he has had the temerity to invade 
the beauty parlours of the Bul- 
garian Jadies for the purpose of 
levying taxation upon the aids 
to which they resort for the per- 
fectly unnecessary object of in- 
creasing their beauty. As a re- 
sult there will be a ten per cent. 
tax on permanent waves, sham- 
poos, massages, manicures, and 
every other process devoted to 
the enhancement of good looks, 
while lotions, creams and powders 
are also subject to similar im- 
positions. That treatment along 
the same lines has been extended 
to the men is beside the point, 
for in this connection he is only, 
taxing stiff collars and silk neck- 
ties, which is but an empty ges- 
ture in view of the fact that 
most of Bulgaria’s manhood re- 
frains from wearing such adorn- 
ments. Tonsoria] taxation is by 
no means new. Peter the Great 
on his return from voyagings 
abroad decided that he disapprov- 
ed of the habit of Russian men 
wearing long beards, or in fact 
any beard at all. At first he 
issued a decree that wearers of 
the hirsute appendage should have 
them cut off, and henceforward 
go clean-shaven, but opposition to 
this was so strong that he eventu- 
ally compromised, by taxing those 
who would not ply the razor, and 
affixing to their beards a metal

dues had been paid. 


But Peter was a bigger man 
than the Bulgarian Minister of 
Finance. Nor was he hampered 
by an electorate in the back- 
ground and the danger of Being 
thrust out of power by an adverse 
vote, so that while he did a coura- 
geous thing in upsetting a fine 
old Russian custom, he did not 
have to display the hardihood of 
the Bulgarian statesman. The 
latter, however, is on fairly safe 
ground, for in Bulgaria the 
women do not have the vote. The 
men alone are the arbiters of the 
nation’s destiny, though it is by. 
no means unlikely that as a result 
of this invasion of the ladies’ 
dressing tables there will be com- 
menced a movement in favour of 
female suffrage, even if only for 
the purpose of putting this man 
in his proper place. Great oaks 
from little acorns grow and this 
dallying with the taxation of the 
lipstick, this state interference 
with the solemnities of the per- 
manent wave, may have the effect 
of changing the whole history of. 
that interesting country. Imagine 
feminine indignation when it is 
thoroughly realized that a mud 
pack will cost ten per cent. more. 
Consider for a moment the dis- 
may in gentle hearts when it be- 
comes fully known that the re- 
moval of those tell-tale wrinkles 
will make a bigger inroad into the 
housekeeping money than it ever 
did before: think of the disaster 
involved in the higher cost of 
maintaining those faces which are 
reported to have done so much in 
the ship-launching business.

If imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery it is a little diffi- 
cult to imagine what more super- 
lative term could be applied to 
the acts of a contemporary who 
lifts contributed articles from 
the “North-China Daily News” 
bodily without even acknowledg- 
ing the source. There appears to 
be a- growing tendency of recent 
years to take matter bodily 
from these columns and use them 


in other newspapers without 
indicating whence they were 
obtained. Well over a year ago 


the “North-China Daily News” 
went to the trouble and expense 
of having prepared daily a menu 
made from comestibles locally 
obtainable. It was a special 
feature of the Woman's Page, 
and, it is believed generally ac- 
ceptable to local housekeepers. 
At least a northern contemporary 
thought it must have been, for, 
without as much as “by your 
leave” or a jine indicating the 
fount of its information, it clip- 
ped some of the articles bodily 
and, without any chfnge what- 
j Soever, or the usual professional 
.' compliment, published them in its 

own columns. The matter having 


been noticed in Shanghai a 
line was added to the 
title of the daily article 


stating that it was ‘Special to 
the N.C.D.N.” and the newspaper 
guilty of the departure from 
good taste referred to had the 
grace to stop unacknowledged 
“lifting.” 

A more serious instance has 
been brought to light quite re- 
cently. As readers will doubtless 
remember for some months back 
the “North-China Sunday News” 
has been publishing a series of 
articles by E.S.W. on the subject 
of his observations of the habits 
of local birds. Many readers, 
it is known, were highly inter- 
ested in the articles: it is clear 
that the ‘“Peiping Chronicle” 
realized their good qualities, for 
on September 14, it was kind 
enough to publish one such 
article under the heading “Birds 
sof Autumn Months” without any 
line giving credit to the news- 
paper from which the article 
had been taken bodily, so that 
five columns of the paper’s space 
was devoted to a compliment 
much more superior than would 
be entailed by mere imitation.

A CENTENARY 
Sept. 21. 


One hundred years ago to-day 
saw the passing of Sir Walter 
Scott, the Scottish poet and 
novelist, who ‘during his com- 
paratively short life of  sixty- 
one years was to leave such a 
mark on English literature. It 
is not necessary in touching on 
this centenary to do much in the 
nature of reference to the 
antecedents of this romantic 
figure; but, to quote his own 
words: * 

“My birth was neither dis- 
tinguished nor sordid. According 
to the prejudices of my country 
it was esteemed gentle, as I was 
connected, though remotely, with 
ancient families both by my 
father’s and mother’s side. My 
father’s grandfather was Walter 
Scott, well known by the name 
of Beardie. He was the second 
son of Walter Scott, first laird of 
Raeburn, who was third son of Sir 
William Scott, and the grandson 
of Walter Scott, | commonly 
called in tradition Auld Watt of 


Harden. I am therefore lineally 
descended from that ancient 
chieftain, whose name I have 


made to ring in many a ditty, 

and from his fair dame the 

Flower of Yarrow—no bad gen- 

ealogy for a Border minstrel.” 

It would be an_ interesting 
speculation to consider how far 
his descent, combined with his un- 
certain health during his youth, 
influenced more particularly his 
poems; for nature seemed to 
endow him, as compensation for 
his physical shortcomings, not 
only with a great passion for 
research and study, but with an 
astonishingly good memory. The 
story is told, that as a lad of 
fifteen, when he attended a party 
given to lionise Burns, he was 
able to quote the source of 
a couplet at the foot of a 
portrait which had _ puzzled 
everyone else present. The 
lad who learned French | for 
the purpose of reading old 
romances, and then devoted him- 
self to Italian in order to study 
Dante and Ariosto in the original, 
spent much of his early life 
acquiring information which 
placed him eventually in the 
forefront of writers of his time, 
and, indeed, of all time. 


Combined with all this pre- 
paratory work, the ultimate aim 
of which he always seemed to 
have realised, he ‘studied hard 
for the law, at the same time 
searching for ballads of the 
countryside, to the great disgust 
of his old father, who told him 
on one occasion, very bitterly, 
that he seemed fit for nothing 
but a “gangrel scrape-gut.” His 
aim was to adopt a_ profession 
which would give him sufficient 
leisure to engage in his literary 
pursuits, and when, in 1812, he 
obtained the reversion of the 
office of Clerk of Session, he was 
equipped not only with a com- 
petent livelihood but with 
abundance of opportunities for 
the study of men and manners. 
He had, however, by that time 
already established himself as a 
poet, for in January, 1805, the 
“Lay of the Last Minstrel” had 
been published and achieved a 
wide popularity. It is not necess- 
ary to consider all his poems in 
detail nor to dwell at any 
length on the financial em- 
barrassments ‘which subsequently 
befell him. But in 1805 he had 
commenced: the first few chapters 


of “Waverley,” had laid them 
aside,- and, coming across them 
some nine years later, spent four 
weeks of the summer to complete 
the story, which was published 
without the author’s name. Indeed 
it was purposely kept secret, 
Scott’s chief reasons appearing 
to be that the writing of novels 
was beneath the dignity of a 
Clerk of Session, and the danger 
that it might be thought that his 
literary pursuits were interfering 
with his efficiency in the office 
which he had obtained only two 
years before. It is obvious when 
the amount of his poetic output 
comes to be considered, that the 
addition of fiction writing thereto 
might have laid him open to the 
charge that it was impossible 
for one man to do so much 
without impairing his services to 
the state. For Scott’s versatility 
was such that probably only 
Anthony. Trollope could have 
surpassed him either in rate or 
total amount of production. 
Eleven years of brilliant and 
Prosperous labour followed the 
appearance of his first novel. 
Encouraged by constant tributes 
of admiration, homage, and affec- 
tion, such as no other literary 
potentate has ever enjoyed, 
realising his dreams of baronial 
splendour and hospitality on a 
scale suited to his large literary 
revenues, Scott suddenly found, 
in 1825, that the foundations of 
his fortunes were unsubstantial. 
“Thank God,” he wrote a few 
days before the first rumours -f 
financial difficulty reached him, 
“T have enough to pay more than 
20s, in the pound, taking matters 
at the worst.” It was not, hiw- 
ever, true. The intimate connec- 
tion between his various publish- 
ers, and the failure of one of

A number of foreigners have 
been victimised in the last few 
weeks by a clever variation of the 
old begging game.

them, threw upon him an enor- 
mous personal responsibility 
amounting to £130,000. How his 
pride rebelled against bank- 
ruptcy, how he toiled for the 
rest. of his life to clear off this 
enormous debt, refusing offers of 
assistance and requiring from 
his creditors nothing but time, 
and how he nearly succeeded in 
the end, is an old, familiar story. 
But it has about it that same 
quality of quiet determination 
evidenced in the studies which 
laid the foundations for his 
literary eminence. Undoubtedly 
the enormous strain to which he 
was put in maintaining the rate 
of writing which he did between 
1826 and 1828, when he amassed 
nearly £40,000 for his creditors, 
was responsible for the break-up 
which eventually led to his death. 
He would not rest, he would not 
accept the advice to take a 
change of scene, and when at 
last his mental powers were 
failing, he remained happy in the 
belief that all his debts were 
paid and that he was once more 
a free man. It was a singular 
honour that, when his condition 
became known, a government 
vessel was placed at his disposal 
and he was able to cruise in the 
Mediterranean for the greater 
part of the year before his 
death. Feeling the end coming 
on him, he insisted upon being 
carried across Europe so that he 
might die on the Tweedside at 
Abbotsford, after which _ his 
bones were laid to rest at Dry- 
burgh Abbey. It is a wonderful 
tribute to human capacity that a 
man whose literary output was 
of such enormous dimensions 
should have left such a mark on 
English letters. His novels may 
not be so popular in these days 
of hectic reading, but their ex- 
cellence is still indisputable and 
as big a monument to the man 
himself as those statues which 
have been erected to him in 
various parts of the United 
Kingdom.

Missing Mails 


The situation regarding the ac- 
cumulation of London and other 
European mails at Manchuli seems 
still obscure. One fact is clear as 
will be understeod by anyone who 
is regularly receiving a newspaper 
from England: the mails despatch- 
ed from London on July 22 up to 
August 5 both dates inclusive have 
not yet come to hand, although mails 
and newspapers dated August 6 to 
August 31—again inclusive—have 
been safely received here. The 
responsibility obviously does not 
rest with the Chinese Post Office. 
Statements in the news columns 
have shown that the postal officials 
in Shanghai have done their best 
to indicate to London and Moscow 
the paps in their receipts. It rests 
really with the despatching offices 
to locate the missing mails and 
ensure their early transmission to 
their respective destination. From 
Japanese sources it is learned that 
the mails still at Manchuli amount 
to several thousand bags. The 
matter is of sufficient importance 
for the strongest representations to 
made to the London General 
Post Office by those in touch with 
that admirable institution, especial- 
ly as it is understood that it has 
been assured by Moscow that trans- , 
mission to Shanghai by the Siberian 
route is still practicable.

Angangchi Line Cut 
Peking, Sept. 20. 


Traffic on the Taonan-Angangchi 
line has been suspended since Sun- 
day, while the Hulan-Hailun rail- 
way has been severed. 

Foreign messages received here 
to-day from Harbin state that on 
the evening of September 15 a large 
band of anti-Manchukuo troops at- 
tacked and looted Shuanchang, on 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, south 
of Harbin. ° : 

Japanese artillery went into action 
in the vicinity of the railway sta- 
tion and the raiders were compelled 
to retire. They returned later, 
however, and set fire to the town, 
which was in flames when the last 
message was despatched.—Reuter. 


Soldier-Bandits Active 
Mukden, Sept. 22. 


Soldier-bandits attacked the Nan- 
taiying (Great South Barrack) at 
Chenkiatun yesterday morning, ac- 
cording to a telegram received to- 
day by the local Japanese Consulate- 
General. 

The attackers set fire to the 
Chenkiatun railway station, nearby 
wooden railway bridges and oil 
tanks, Part of the group destroyed 
the jail and freed some of the 
prisoners, 

At about 10 a.m., the first attack 
having been around 3 a.m., the 
bandits launched a fresh attack and 
fired trench mortars at the Japan- 
ese Consulate, the South Manchuria 
Railway office and the police station. 
This attacl{ was repulsed shortly 
after noon.—United Press. 


Invasion of Kirin City 
fea Peking, Sept. 22. 

The invasion of Kirin city oc- 
curred on September 13, according 
to reports in the Chinese press this 
epics tank ' The information is 
credited to General Feng Chan-hai’s 
Chief of Staff, General Hsia Yun- 
lung, who arrived from Kirin 
yesterday and who told a strange 
tale of the invasion. 


General Hsia said that General 
Feng Chan-hai’s troops entered 
Kirin city on the morning of 


September 13 during the wedding 
ceremony of the son of General Hsi 
Hsia, the Manchukuo Finance Minis. 
ter, The man who was officiating 
at the ceremony died from the 
shock on hearing artillery fire. The 
wedding party broke up in utmost 
confusion, and all fled including 
General Hsi-hsia. 

Many were killed in the conflict 
and 600 Japanese were taken pri- 
soners by General Feng’s troops. 

Gen, Hsia said that the reason 
for not receiving information of 
this disaster was because of the 
breakdown of telegraphic com- 
munication, 


Fierce Fighting 
Sept. 23. 


The various forces of the National 
Salvation Army operating in the 
districts west of Laio River under 
the command of General Chu Chi- 
ching launched an attack on the 
Japanese troops on September 18, 
according to a Chinese message from 
Shanhaikuan, and since then fierce 
fighting has been proceeding be- 
tween the volunteers and the Japa- 
nese in the various districts along 
the ShanhaikuansMukden Railway, 
including Suichung, Chinchow and 
Heishan. 

The Chinese message adds thet 
no less than 150,000 volunteers ave 
participating in the fighting, and 
that General Chu is personally 
dirceting the operations.

The 39th Japanese regiment at- 
tached to the 10th Division under 
Lieut-General N. Hirose has been 
despatched via the Kirin-Changchun 
Railway to recover Kirin city which 
was taken by the Kirin Self-Defence 
Army under General Feng Chan-hai 
more than a week ago. They are 
equipped with six heavy guns and 
four aeroplanes. As they reached 
Tumenling station, however, they 
were met: by the Kirin loyalists and 
severe fighting occurred. Japanese 
aeroplanes are conducting daily re- 
connaissance over Kirin city. Traffic 
on the Kirin-Changchun Railway is 
still suspended—Kuo Min. 


Siberian Train Under Fire 
Harbin, Sept, 25. 

Many passengers from Europe 
had a harrowing experience to-day 
when their train, while standing 
still at Tsitsihar station, was fired 
upon by a force of 1,500 anti-Man- 
chukuo troops, who had just oa 
ed the (Chinese [Eastemn ‘Railway 
settlement at Tsitsihar from the 
Manchukuo garrison.

igners Ask for Better Protection: Volunteer 
Corps Proposed 


From Our Own CorResPoNDENT ag 


- Harbin, Sept, 13. 


Harbin is to-day once more 
without any railway communication 
of any kind, the eastern and western 
lines being impossible owing to the 
Chinese insurgents who are making 
themselves at home there, while the 
railway management do not want to 
despatch any trains on the southern 
line until adequate protection is 
afforded to the passengers. : 

The experience of the past tw 
days is of such a nature that no- 
body cares to risk his life by 
travelling over a lin¢ which is in- 
fested with bandits ready to cut the 
railway track and rob even the 
poorest of the passengers. The 
sight which met the eye of those 
who were at the station when the 
train reached Harbin yesterday, will 
not be forgotten. There was the 
world known adviser of the South 
Manchuria Railway Co. Mr. H. W. 
Kinngy, wrapped in a blanket taken 
from a railway car, groping about 
in the brilliant sunshine, as his cyc- 
glasses had Been taken from him, the 
only consolation being, that the 
bandits had left him his pipe 
(though without the tobacco pouch) 
There was Mr. Hassek, Far Eastern 
Inspector of the Wagons-lits Com- 
pany, who was clothed in some old 
ragged clothes bought from some 
villager at Shuangchenpu, and_ his 
assistant, in a similar suit, while a 
score of others presented the most 
comical appearance as they descend- 
ed from the freight car in which 
they had travelled to Harbin from 
the spot of the disaster. Though 
everybody had lost all their luggage 
and money, they yet seemed to be 
more than satisfied that they had 
been let off without being dragged 
into the woods, or being wounded by 
stray shots. 

The sad sight was the C.E.R. 
sanitary car with its medical 
attendants, and the wounded pas- 
sengers, the son of the C.E.R. Board 
member, Mr. Fang Tse-kuang, lying 
with his face entirely bound up in 
bandages saturated with blood, and 
with a bullet in his right shoulder. 
The C.E.R. President himself Mr. Li 
Shao-keng, came down to the station 
to speak a kindly word to_the young 
man, who only a month ago graduat- 
ed as an engineer at the Polytechnic 
Institute, Harbin. He was quickly 
conveyed to the Central Hospital 
where an operation was performed 
by Dr. Ogilvie and the bullet 
successfully extracted. The Japanese 
wounded soldiers and the Japanese 
injured passengers were cared for 
by the Japanese ambulance staff, the 
dead soldiers being carried off in a 
special van to the crematorium. 

To-morrow, it is proposed to run 
a train to Changchun in the day- 
time, properly guarded by a strong 
detachment of Japanese soldiers in 
armoured cars and with machine 
guns on a platform. 

On the western line there seems 
to be little doubt that the Japanese 
small detachment at Anta was 
wiped out to a man (said to numer 
about 250) and that there are <ome 
10,000 insurgents who are in com- 
plete control of the station and the 
settlement, requiring a very strong 
force to remove them. 

In consequence of the attack on 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
managers and the railway incidents, 
the Consular Body yesterday held a 
meeting at the residence of the U.S. 
Consul-General, Mr. G. C. Hanson. 
It was considered that the situation 
in Harbin had become unsafe for 
foreign life and property, a resolu- 
tion being passed to request the 
local, authorities to provide better 
protection in the shape of more and 
better qualified police, and to pro- 
pose that a Volunteer Corps of 
foreign residents should be organis- 
ed. The finances of the Municipal 
Council and the Police are not in 
such a very good condition that 
further expense can be incurred, but 
the idea of a Volunteer Corps seems 
a good one and should be adopted, 
though unfortunately the authorities 
are not much inclined to accept help 
from foreigners at the moment. 

The Mayor of Harbin, Mr. Bao 
Kuan-chen, has made his farewell 
speech before proceeding to his ap- 
pointment in Japan as the represen- 
tative of Manchukuo, He is @ 
young man of great energy, full of 
great ideas regarding the future of 
the countfy, which he considers will 
prosper exceedingly under the new 
rulers. So far nothing but ruin 
and disaster has fallen on Manchuria 
since it became a new state, and it 
will be a long time before it re- 
covers from the blow that has been 
struck this year. Mr? Hirata, a 
Japanese, has been appointed in Mr. 
Bao’s place and thus another high 
post is taken over by Japan. Police 
Headquarters are now entirely con- 
trolled by Mr. Yagi, as the Chinese 
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police master has not been seen at 
his post for days, and in any case, 
has not much to say in affairs -on- 
cerning police matters. The’ Post 
Office is now in the hands of Japan- 
ese managers, as well ag the 
Customs and the Telegraph and Tele- 
phone, the Chinese only occupying 
minor_ positions, These Japanese 
are in almost all cases, called Man- 
chukuo citizens, . 


Though there are some optimistic 
Prophets who state that the new 
crops in Manchuria are not so 
badly damaged as the papers write, 
this is not the case, the loss running 
into millions of tons. Now that the 
floods are subsiding and reports are 
reaching Harbin of the condition of 
the crops for 1932, it can be - een 
that they are very far from pleasant 
reading. The Tsitsihar Agricultural 
Department states that the losses 
are enormous, pointing out that in 
the upper reaches of the Nonni the 
wheat sowings have been washed 
out or have become rotten under the 
deep water. There will not be more 
than 20 per cent. of last year’s crop 
of wheat in that district, while in ‘he 
Keshan district fully 75 per cent. of 
the wheat crop is also ruined. Re- 
ports from Kirin Province are very 
similar to the Tsitsihar ones, besides 
which, the sowings have been less 
than last year, though in other 
grain than wheat, it is probable that 
the crop will reach 40 per cent. In 
the Harbin district the wheat crop 
will also be much lower than that of 
last year, probably 50 per cent., 
while other grain will show from 
30 to 40 per cent. In beans the 
loss from the floods will not be so 
great as the plant comes up much 
later than wheat, and the present 
warm weather is assisting it to 
throw off the effect of the water. 
But even allowing that the bean crop 
is about GO to 70 per cent. of last 
year the total crop will be only a 
half of last year and probably even 
below this figure. There will thus 
be a shortage of those grains which 
are required for food, while the bean 
surplus for export will amount to 
very little, the most going for the 
use of oilmills in the country. The 
wheat crop will be so small that it 
is probable some wheat will have to 
Be, taported from Canada or the 

S.A. 


GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OF 
TRAIN ATTACK 


Stripped of Clothes: Carriage 
Riddied with Bullets 


Mr. Henry W. Kinney, of the 
South Manchuria Railway, who was 
one of the victims of the bandit at- 
tack on the Chinese Eastern Railway 
south of Harbin on September 11, 
arrived in Shanghai on Friday night 
and in an interview with the “North- 
China Sunday News” told a graphic 
story of the attack, which resulted 
in the derailment of the train and 
the death or wounding of a number 
of passengers. 

Mr, Kinney and Mr. Penlington, 
London “Daily Telelgraph” corres- 
pondent in Tokyo, who was on the 
same train, were taken away by the 
bandits and stripped of their clothes, 
but both managed to escape, al- 
most naked, and arrived in Harbin 
arrayed in sacking and rags they 
were: able to pick up after eluding 
the vigilance of their bandit captors. 


Mr. Kinney said he left Chang- 
chun for Harbin on the train at 2.29 
p.m. on September 11 and at Yao- 
men, about one-third of the distance 
to Harbin, they picked up some 
wounded Japanese soldiers who had 
been involved in a fight in that 
vicinity. The train proceeded to- 
wards Harbin and about 10.30 p.m. 
the bandits, about 70 in number, 
started their attack on the train. 


“The bandits had apparently 
occupied the old Russian railway 
building near the railway track,” 
said Mr. Kinney. “They had torn 
up a rail just beyond this building, 
and the locomotive was derailed, 
while the baggage van and a 
special C.E.R. director's car, in 
which were one of the Chinese 
directors and his family, were al- 
most, but not entirely, overturned. 
The third car, the 1st and 2nd class 
sleeper, in which were foreign and 
Japanese civilians and the wounded 
Japanese soldiers, and the rest of 
the train remained on the track. 
Simultaneously with the stopping 
of the train the bandts opened a 
tremendous fire which they kept up 
for about ten minutes. ‘The few 
Japanese unwounded soldiers on the 
train put up a resistance which was 
ineffectual as the bandits were firing 
from behind the wall of the house 
which was, as usual, loopholed for 
musketry, In the total darkness the 
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Japanese soldiers could not see the 
bandits while they themselves offer- 
ed excellent marks in the cars which 
remained lighted, and several of 
them were quickly killed. “The car 
in which I was received over 50 
bullet holes, two of which were 
through the window by my coupe. 
Mr. Penlington, and myself were to- 
gether, crouched in the bottom of 
the car, during the firing. 


_“After about ten minutes the ban- 
dits rushed into the train, brandish- 
ing pistols and yelling savagely. 
Mr. Penlington and I, being in the 
nearest coupe, were led outside, but 
the rest of the passengers were rob- 
bed within the car, The bandits 
were unusually savage, shoving 
pistols into one’s face and body con- 
tinuously. They rushed about in 
groups, each one seeking as much 
loot as he could get. The first group 
took my money and after that suc- 
ceeding groups divested me of my 
glasses and other effects, then my 
coat, and finally my trousers and 
shoes. Mr. Penlington had a similar 
experience. As a bandit was about 
to divest me of my shirt, firing was 
heard at a distan:e. This, we found 
later, was caused by the Russian 
personnel of a small station which 
we had just passed, a few kilometres 
from the scene of the attack. These 
people had heard the shooting and 
fired to frighten the bandits, in 
which they succeeded admirably. 
“Immediately whistles were blown, 
command issued and a very hurried 
retreat made. Two groups of ban- 
dits compelled Mr. Penlington and 
myself to follow with them at the 
point of pistols. Mr. Penlington, 
being nearest the train, soon escap- 
ed into the ditch, and I managed to 
fet away immediately afterwards, 
as the bandits were very nervous 
and hurried, so I managed to fall 
behind a little and jumped behind 
some bushes. Here I was effectual- 
ly hidden in the darkness and the 
bandits were too much in a hurry 
to bother about me,” 


Mr. Kinney added that he noticed 
that some of the bandits wore old 
military uniforms, and after the at- 
tack he picked up an officer's tunic 
with shoulder straps which had ob- 
viously been discarded for warmer 
garments taken from the passengers. 
“It was plain,” he said, “that the 
bandits wanted not only ordinary 
loot, but also warmer clothing to re~ 
place their thin summer uniforms. 
Furthermoregl can testify that all 
the bandits who I saw were armed 
with the same regulation military 
pistol which is far too expensive a 
weapon for ordinary bandits to 
carry. Also, they were commanded 
in military fashion by whistles. I 
estimated the number of bandits at 
about 70. They robbed practically 
everyone in the train, Chinese, for- 
eigners and Japanese alike, killed 
five soldiers, of whom two were help- 
less wounded men, and wounded 
several passengers, including the son 
of the Chinese Railway director who 
was in the special car,” 


Mr. Kinney said nobody was kid- 
napped, and early the followin 
morning a wrecking train arrive 
with a Japanese military escort and 
started to clear the line.

Japanese Newspapers Full of Ambitious Schemes: 
Other Provinces May Join 


From Our Own 


Tokyo, Sept. 17. 


Now that Japan has extended 
formal de jure recognition to Man- 
chukuo, the papers and periodicals 
are full of articles relating to 
colonisation and development pro- 
jects in that region. Most of these 
articles are written by military 
men. They cannot, therefore, be re- 
garded as giving expression to the 
intentions of the Government; but, 
on the other hand, when it is re- 
membered that the Army is having 
pretty much its own way in Japan 
to-day, especially with regard to 
Manchukuo and China, the senti- 
ments and intentions expressed in 
these articles take on a new signi- 
ficance, Furthermore, the trend of 
reasoning, the order of the argu- 
ments put forth and the not-too- 
great disparity in the phrases, 
characters and expressions employed 
lend colour to the belief that these 
articles have all emanated from one 
common source. 

Boiled down considerably, the 
articles begin, in vein joyous, that 
a portion of Japan’s “great mission” 


on the Asian mainland has been 
accomplished, and that it is now 
time for the Japanese people to 


turn to the question of developing 
and securing the fruits of the 
“sacrifices made by our brave 
soldiers.” As regards the adminis- 
tration of Manchukuo, it is insisted 
that, while the new Government is 
to all intents and purposes, a 
Chinese administration—that is 
formed of Manchus and Chinese in 
Manchukuo—it is essential that the 
administrative efficiency and finan- 
vial integrity of the new Government 
should not suffer. In other words, 
the plain implication is that 
very administration that the Japa- 
nese military set up, when 30,000,000 
“Manchurians”, panting with a 


desire for self-determination, de- 
elared their “independence”, is 
suspect. In order to ensure this 


administrative efficiency and finan- 

cial integrity, these articles say, 
if the Japanese have erected a “steel 
P frame”, manned by Japanese, while 
‘ a kind of an inner government, a 
wheel within the superficially-larger 
“autonomous” wheel, has been in- 
stalled which gives the Japanese 
members of the Manchukuo Govern- 
ment general control of policy. 

It is further pointed out that 
every effort will be made by Japan 
to ensure that the Manchukuo ad- 
ministration remain friendly to this 
country. If it does not, if the old 
intrigues and rivalries show signs 
of raising their heads, if in short 
matters threaten to degenerate to 
the old status quo ante, then, say 
these articles, annexation will be 
inevitable. 

As regards colonisation, while it 
is true that the Japanese farmer 
and worker has a higher standard 
of living than his Chinese, Man- 
churian or Korean confreres, it is 
pointed out, on the other hand, that, 
with the farmer in Northern and 
North-Eastern Japan gripped in the 
clutches of destitution and facing 
virtual starvation, their lot, as 
matters stand at present, is far 
worse than that of the tiller of the 
soil or the hewer of wood in Man- 
chukuo. Consequently, inseperable 
obstacles in the way ‘of farmers 
from, say, the Hokkaido, Japan's 
biggest northernmost island, emi-- 
rating to Manchukuo are largely 
Fiscounted. 


Further, special areas, twelve 
miles in depth on either side of the 
principal railway lines, are to | be 
reserved for those Japanese colonists 
who will emigrate in large numbers. 
Each of these colonist communities 
will have its own physicians, school 
teachers, blacksmiths, carpenters, 
priests and so forth, while the 
villages in this New Jerusalem will 
be walled in, with loop-holes for 
rifles and machine guns, Every 
family will be given arms, all the 
males will be regularly drilled and 
all the inhabitants will have to take 
an oath of compulsory military 
service, if and when they are need- 
ed, Expenses for arming the colon- 
ists and for erecting virtual forts 
around their villages in the new 
Garden of Eden will be met from 
the coffers of the Central Govern- 
ment, In addition, the property of 
the former rulers of this territory 
and of their adherents will be con- 
fiscated and will be placed—not at 
the disposal of the inhabitants of 
Manchukuo, but at that of Japanese 
emigrants. Chinese immigration 
will be restricted, while the first 

4 move towards establishing new 
model villages in this Happy Valley 
will be made with Korean settlers, 
over whom will be placed Japanese 
headmen, mayors and so forth, 
The construction of further rail- 
ways is seen as a means of not only 
giving employment to Japancse 
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workmen, but also as tending io 
enrich the stee] and other industries 
in Japan proper. The greatest im- 
portance as yegards railways is 
attached to the Kainei-Tunhwa sec- 
tion of the northern line, which is 
expected to bring the produce of 
the rich northern territories direct 
to the ice-free port of Seishin on the 
Korean coast and directly opposite 
the geographical centre of the main- 
land of Japan. This new railway, 
{+ is further stated, offers an in- 
valuable additional line of com- 
munications with North Manchuria 
in the event of war with Russia. 
The Japanese have often contended 
that Japan's first line of defence on 
the mainland is the Kinghan Moun- 
tains, in North-Western Manchuria. 
This projected new railway—it is 
partly under completion—then offers 
a new, direct route to North Man- 
churia, under entire Japanese con- 
trol, and its strategic importance is 
apparent, 

Those who have studied the 
structure of the new Manchukuo 
Government will have noted that 
there is no Ministry of Education. 
This, it is stated, is because the new 
state does not need “high-collar” 
and “black-coated” youths, but 
hardy sons of the soil, and brawn 
rather than brain, 


It is also pointed out that the 
western boundary (that bordering 
China Proper) of Manchukuo has 
never yet been definitely defined, and 
the hope jis sanguinely expressed 
that, as Manchukuo settles down to 
peace and order and becomes the 
Paradise it is destined to be, other 
provinces of China Proper, like 
'Hopei (Chihli) and Shansi_ will 
yearn to come within the Manchukuo 
jfold. Nothing is said of Jehol. The 
presumption is that this area is 
idestined to be affiliated with Man- 
chukuo sooner or later. 


Since the new state of Manchukuo, 
in any forseeable future, will not be 
able to defend itself against, say, 
China or Russia, Japan proposes to 
undertake the defence of Manchukuo. 
At the same time, the Japanese 
will organise a peace preservation 
corps, comprised of the five races— 
Manchu, Chinese, Japanese, Koreans 
and Mongolians—inhabiting Man- 
chukuo, to preserve internal order. 
This force will be officered by Japa- 
nese, will be the nucleus of the 
future Manchukuo army and _ will, 
at the beginning, number 80,000 
officers and men, 


Such are some of the plans for 
the development and colonisation of 
Manchukuo and for converting the 
bleak plains of this territory into a 
Paradise. A large number wonder 
whether this vision is any more 
than a vision. These realise the 
gargantuan nature of the difficulties 
involved and the strain upon the 
political and social fabric at home 
as well as on Japan's foreign rela- 
tions. The military, however, are 
not in a mood to call a halt to what 
they have started. Their attitude 
is summed up in the Biblical text: 
“Having put our hand to the plougi 
we shall not look back.” 





DROWNING BABY 
GIRLS

adoption of drastic measures for 
dealing with the crime. 


It is learned that magistrates in 
two or three districts have already 
taken action to forbid mothers from 
taking the lives of their newly-born 
baby daughters, A proclamation 
has been issued condemning the in- 
human practice and declaring that 
modern China treats her male and 
female citizens on the basis of 
equality and does not tolerate 
cruelty of whatever form to the 
weaker sex, ? 
* Mothers committing the offence 
will be charged with murder, the 
proclamation declares, and are liable 
to capital punishment, 


The movement is gaining wide- 
spread sympathy and support and 
is expected to bear significant fruits.

Interview with Official of New 
State 


From Our Own Conresronvent 


Harbin, Sept, 11. 

In_an_ interview given by Mr. 
Shi Lui-ben, representative of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in Har- 
bin, he ‘touched on the relations be- 
Evers Soviet Russia and Manchu- 

NO, 

In the first place he spoke about 
the request made by the Soviet 
Consul-General regarding permia- 
sion for Soviet citizens to carry 
arms, stating that the story of some 
persons having entered the Soviet 
Consulate grounds had not been 
confirmed, but even if such an in- 
cident had occurred, the men were 
certainly not servants of the Man- 
chukuo Government. No answer 
had yet been made to this note as 
the police investigation regarding 
the matter has not yet been com- 
pleted, 

A short time ago the Manchukuo 
authorities through their Harbin 
representative asked the Soviet 
Government regarding Soviet troops 
on the frontier and received a reply 
that there were no Sovict troops, in 
Manchukuo territory, and any 
statements to that effect must have 
been based on wrong information. 
This answer having been taken a: 
satisfactory, there can be no ques- 
tion of a conference to define the 
fiontier. 

As regards the cars and locomo- 
tives which have been taken from 
the Chinese Eastern Railway into 
Soviet Russia, the C.E.R. President 
has made several enquiries regavid- 
ing their return, and in an inter- 
view that he ‘had with the Soviet 
Consul Mr. Slavutsky, the 
stated that he had received informa- 
tion from Moséow that a full ex- 
planation of the matter will shortly 
be presented to Manchukuo. 

Regarding the question of 
wharves and warehouses, Soviet 
Russia having consented to waive the 
question of ownership of the pro- 
perty for the present, a new 
agreement will be signed, 

The question of the recognition 
of Manchukuo by the U.S.S.R. 
Government is a very complicated 
one but it has already been dis- 
cussed in several of the meetings 
held with Mr. Slavutsky, and at the 
present time not only C.E.R. ques- 
tions but those of much wider 
significance are being discussed be- 
tween the Soviet Consul General, 
and the Manchukuo representati- 
ves, 

At the present moment, the Man- 
chukuo authorities are greatly in- 
terested in the future working of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway. The 
Mukden and Peking agreements 
with the C.E.R. are not in accord 
with the present moment and it is 
quite possible that they will have 
to be replaced by something else in 
the shape of an entirely new agree- 
ment. Curiously enough, the ques- 
tion of renaming the Chinese Fas- 
tern Railwa and calling it the 
North Manchurian Railway has had 
to be postponed as the Soviet side 
consider this a very important 
question, and will not give their 
consent to the new name, while the 
Manchukuo side‘ of the Board can- 
not understand what the objection

Accredited Consuls to be Accepted 
Moscow, Sept. 23.

News was received in Shanghai 
on Sept, 25 to the effect that Mr, 
Huang Yi-mei, second son of the 
late General Huang Hsing and Mrs. 
Huang, has been captured by bandits 
in Shansi Province and is now being 
held until the payment of $20,000 is 
forthcoming. The late General 
Huang Hsing was one of the original 
Tungmenghui (now the Kuomin- 
tang) leaders and he took a promin- 
ent part in the 1911 Revolution 
which resulted in the overthrow of 


the Manchukuo authorities have re- 
fused immunity for the bandits hold- 
ing Mrs, Pawley and Corkran, but 
the contrary is the fact.

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BLOCKADE HURTS RED CAUSE 


Starvation Campaign 


in Kiangsi Succeeding: 


Red “Gunboat” in Action 


Cahtén, Sept. 20. . 

The economic blockade against the 
Communist-infested districts in 
Kiangsi, enforeed by the Govern- 
ment as a measure to curb the rap- 


idly spreading activities of the out- 


Jaws, has borne fruit, according to 
a statement issued by General Yu 
Han-mou, commander of the .Can- 
tonese 1st Army, who is in charge 
of Kuangtung’s bandit suppression 
operations, 

The Reds, it is claimed, have 
keenly felt the initial effects of the 
blockade and not a small number of 
them have deserted their ranks fol- 
lowing difficulties in ‘procuring 
necessary supplies, 

Driven to desperation, the Reds 
are reported to have made arrange- 
ments with smugglers to have food 
and other daily necessaries brought 
into their areas, In a proclamation 
issued by the general headquart- 
ers here local merchants are stern- 
ly warned against selling any 
foodstuffs to doubtful characters, 
while wouldbe smugglers are re- 
minded of the determination of the 
authorities to mete out the extreme 
penalty to law-breakers. 


As a further effective step to- 
ward checking the growth of the 
Cummunist menace, the military 
authorities are organizing. anti- 
‘Red Volunteer Corps in the var- 
ious districts. These Volunteer 
units will be so armed that they 
will be able to give adequate pro- 
‘tection to the districts against any 
communist attack after the with- 
- drawal of the government troops. 

Since the retreat of the Red 
‘forces back to their strongholds in 
Kiangsi from the Kuangtung bord- 
ers, the Cantonese armies have 
lea a halt to their campaign and 
eve instead been consolidating 
tneir positions in Southern Kiangsi 
with a view to rendering hopeless 
any fresh attempt of the Reds to 
invade Kuangtung. 

In a statement made to the press 

on his return to Canton from 

front last month, General Yu 
declared that the Reds remained a 
positive menace to the Kuangtung 
Sooven towns although they had 
been driven back to their lairs in 
‘Kiangsi, General Yu condemned in 
strong language the Tangpu oppres- 
sion of the inhabitants and official 
corruption in the Kiangsi districts 
which, he said, were largely res- 
ponsible for the growth of the Com- 
mounist movement and influence in 
the province. He suggestd that ef- 
fective regional authority be estab- 
Jished in the various areas, 

General Yu's plan for the organ- 
isation of the anti-Red volunteer 
‘corps has met with the complete 
approval of the Southwest Govern- 
‘ment.—Reuter, 


Hung Lake Beds Defeated 
Hankow, Sept. 21. 


Up to this time bandits hiding 
among small waterways and islets 
in the Hung lake have more or 
less had their way, but the armour- 
ed motorboat fleets of the Govern- 
ment have now entered into the 
anti-bandit campaign and, according 
to a report contained in a Central 
News despatch, scored a remarkable 
victory a few days ago. 

A regiment of government troops 
engaged in searching out bandits 
who were hidden away in_ these 
small waterways and islets, sud- 
denly came upon a party of over 
200 Red troops in the vicinity of 
Tsotoukou, who were operating with 
the Red “gunboat,” Jenin. 

Two companies of the govern- 
ment troops landed immediately and 
a fierce tussle with the Red soldiers 
ensued, while the motor-boats en- 
tered into spirited combat with the 
Lenin, 


The Lenin was quickly surroun- 
ded and out-gunned, and when the 
land forces saw how badly _ their 
“navy” was faring they retreated 
hastily and escaped towards the 
north-east in sampans, 

This battle is particularly sig- 
nificant in that a new phase has 
come into the suppression campaign, 
which will probably hasten more 
effectively than anything else, the 
wiping out of the terrible bandit 
menace by the government.—Reu- 
ter. .

Hankow, Sept. 26. 


In recognition of their efforts

Kansu Border General in Revolt 
Against Govt,

Sianfu, Sept. 14. 


The situation here after two years 
of peace is threatening again. Ma 
Ch'ing Wan, one of the generals on 
the Kansu border, has revolted 
against the provincial government 
and the chairman, Yang Hu Ch’ang, 
hag gone out to fight him, The Torn- 
vall-Ekvall murder seems to have 
stigred the latter to new life after 
several months of inactivity through 
illness. He has been exhorting his 
soldiers to diligence and discipline 
and is himself at his desk at six 
o’clock every morning. Communist 
influence is strong in the province 
and is said to have sympathisers in 
high positions locally. There is more 
the feeling that anything may hap- 
pen, 

The autumn crops have failed and 
in some districts the people are 
seizing the grain of their more for- 
tunate neighbours. Two days steady 
rain a fortnight ago moistened the 
earth and gave the people hope for 
their autumn sowing. 


Communications on the whole 
improve though at the moment the 
buses are commandeered to trans- 
port troops to the west.

Pressure in Anhui 
From Our Own CoRgRsPonDENT 


Luchowfu, Sept. 16. 


The people of Central Anhui are 
rejoicing in the progress of the 
government armies in their effort to 
relieve the province of the red army 
menace. Many Anhui towns have 
been threatened by the red army 
during the whole of General Chen 
|Tiao-yuen’s administration. People 
have been living in the daily feeling 
that there was a communist gun 
pointed at them and it might be 
fired at any instant. Last spring 
when the Communists did at last 
make their long expected attack on 
several towns, the government sent 
soldiers whose leaders are men of 
some determination, skill, and vigor 
in the leadership of their troops. 


The communist army in Western 
Fee was piceeted from several 
irections, including Chengyang- 
kwan, Luchowfu, and Shuchen men 
Anhui. The Government army 
threatened to cut off the retreat of 
the reds and hem them in too close- 
ly, so that the latter have retreated 
to Hupeh or else simply dissolved 
themselves into common farmers 
toiling in the fields. The latter 
trick is the favourite form of re- 
treat by the communists,. their guns 
are hidden and the men to work 
like any old farmer until the mili- 
tary get out of the district; then 
they can cither reorganise their red 
army or else form into bandit 
groups and terrorise the country. 


The government armies are re- 
ported to have even attacked the 
reds in their mountain fastnesses 
and driven them out. A clear plan 
of the whole campaign and its pro- 
gress is hard to get as the fighting 
is sporadic. The communists almost 
never attempt a real battle unless 
they have previously corrupted the 
common soldiers and secured a pro- 
mise of desertion. The usual method 
is to ambush the Government army 
from a secure hiding place, kill a 
number of men to stop the advance 
and then escape in safety. The 
wounded officers and men come back 
from the fighting area in a fairly 
steady stream for treatment in the] 
hospitals. Many cases at the 
Luchow Christian Hospital attest 
the genuineness of the efforts to oust 
the bandits. The slightly wounded 
men ate treated in the army hos- 
vitals and the more difficult cases 
are sent for X-ray and surgical 
care at the mission hospital.

On September 20, an- 
other Norwegian steamer unloaded 
at the same place 400 cases of am- 
muntion, 7,000 pistols and 200 me- 
chine-guns, which were delivered to 
the same Chinese source,—Rengo.

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TIBETAN SIEGE OF BATANG 


‘Americans Caught in Hostilities: Big Gun 
Used in the City 


By Tinpray. 


Tachienlu, W. China, Aug. 22, 


The situation in Batang is now 
somewhat easier, though the Tibet- 
ans are still besieging the place 
and keeping up a heavy bombard- 
‘ment. Writing under date of 
August 2 the letter said, “After fifty 
days of jail Colonel Ma rolled in 
on Batang.” With him he had about 
160 men, with more following in 
a few days. The Tibetans appar- 
ently have been reinforced from 
Markam and were using a big gun 
on the besieged city. Evidently 
someone knew how to use it as the 
shots were taking deadly effect, 
jaaking serious holes in the out- 
lying buildings and houses. 

However we would gather that 
the advent of the big gun coincided 
with the arrival of Colonel Ma and 
his men; so one arrived too late 
or the other arrived in time. Colo- 
nel Ma, a Mohammedan, has secn 
considerable fighting in the present 
campaign, and was more or less 
responsible for the capture of Nya- 
rong, and possibly the fall of the 
Dajay lamasery, From Nyarong he 
returned south through Litang, and 
after a rest there proceeded to 
Batang. Colonel Ma is an old 
frontier warrior, having served for 
™any years under the Mohammedan 

neral Ma who was killed at the 

ginning of this year in Tachienlu, 
He is moreover an old friend of 
the Gong Ga lama who is besieging: 
Batang with the Markam Tibetans. 
His arrival in Batang and the re- 
lief of the besieged Chinese gar- 
rison will create somewhat peculiar 
complications. Gezang, who is 
more or less friendly with the Mar- 
kam Tibetans is the sworn enemy 
of the Gong Ga lama. Colonel Ma 
who is the sworn enemy of the 
Markam Tibetans is friendly with 
the Lama Incarnation. The 
Gong Ga and the Markam men are 
friendly, first because they are Tibet- 
ans, and secondly, because Batang, 
should it fall into their hands is 
quite a handsome prize. What will 
ultimately happen now remains to 
be seen. 

A letter dated August 7, after 
Colonel! Ma’s arrival reports the 
city still under heavy fire. “We are 
still here while the battle rages 
night and day, with no early pros- 
Peet of release. Two hundred Chi- 
nese have come in with Colonel Ma, 
who is now the chief spoke. Gezanz 

‘sering was sent down the soth 
road with troops to cross the river 
at Romi and enter Tibet with the 
idea of drawing the Tibetans away 
from Batang. When this was done 
Colonel! Ma would make a grand 
sortie and drive the surrounding 
Tibetans back to Markam to save 
their homes from Gezang. The 
Tibetans made a fierce attack on 
Friday, shelling the hospital and 
the fort, putting fourteen shells 
into the mission hospital and eight 
into the fort. They missed the hos- 
pital four times and the fort ten 
times. One shell that missed the 
hospital struck about twenty feet 
from our house, and another about 
fifty feet. In war, however, the 
familiar saying, ‘A miss is as good 
as a mile’ still holds good. One 
man in the hospital was killed by 
a shell, and three slightly wounded 
in the fort on the hill to the south 
east of the city. The Tibetans 
came up to the wall of the hospital, 
bringing a ladder, but hand gren- 
ades chased them back with five dead 
lying on the ground, besides several 
wounded who were helped away. 
New Tibetan troops have certainly 
come in, otherwise they would not 
Have made such a drive. We know 
that a new cannon has arrived and 
a man who knows how to work it 


as evidenced by the number of 


times it hit the target. 

“We do not know for sure when 
we shall leave, but shall try by 
the first of September—war or no 
war! 

“The little party of seven Ameri- 
cans, with the American flag flying 
overhead, have taken refuge in 
Dr, Shelton’s old house by the river 
side.

Several were wounded 
and one killed on the Chinese side. 
Colonel Ma says he has orders to 
go clear to Gartok. He will no 
doubt try to recover Yenching 
(salt wells). Gezang left with 
soldiers two days ago to go down the 
line to help to drive the Tibetans 
from here. He is a_ nice young 
man, has high ideals, and would do 
a lot of good for the country if he 
had the money to carry out his 
plans. I think he plans to return 
to Nanking in the near future, but 
am not sure.” 

The problem now is with the 
Americans in Batang, how to get 
out. They were besieged for fifty 
days with Gezang in command. 
The Tibetans still surround the city 
keeping up the bombardment wit 
Colonel Ma in command. The 
Stars and Stripes still waves 
bravely over the little company 
finding a temporary refuge in the 
old house of Dr. Shelton, who 
was killed in Batang some twleve 
years ago. As far as we under- 
stand the situation, only the Lord 
in His goodness can bring deliver- 
ance to the little company in the 
city of Batang, nearly 20 travelling 
days west of Tachienlu. “Give us 
help from trouble: for vain is the 
help of man” must often be on their 
lips at the present time. The 
American flag may merely provide 
a star target for the wild and wool- 
ly nomad’s cannon; and though no 
doubt a souree of great inspiration 
when bravely carried down Penn- 
sylvania Avenue it has almost 
ceased to function over the little 
house in Batang. The Tibetan flag 
is yellow with a fierce looking green 
lion in the centre, but even that, if 
tied to the same poe as the Stars 
and Stripes, would only supply a 
target for the Chinese guns, 

General Yii has practically com- 
pleted his campaign in Eastern 
Tibet. It now remains for Nan- 
king to decide whether the Chinese 
forces shall cross the Yangtse as 
far as Chamdo. General Yii has 
re-subjugated the country. between 
Tachienlu and Derge and at the 
present time there is a complete 
sessation of hostilities, apart from 
the trouble at Batang, which 
apparently does not interfere with 
the general purpose of the cam- 
paign. Once the Chinese had 
crossed the river at Kanze, and the 
Dajay lamasery reduced, there was 
very little to hold them till they 
were on the left bank of the Yang- 
tse. Apart from the Dajay 
lamasery practically all the big 
lamaseries in Eastern Tibet are 
pro-Chinese. There are at least 
four lamaseries with a lama popula- 
tion of close on three thousand 
lamas, and hundyeds of other 
lamaseries with 100 to 500 lamas 
and all accept and appreciate Chi- 
nese rule, Of course their proximity 
to the Chinese border leaves them 
ery little choice, but it is now very 
widely known that the Lhasa lama 
government has financial demands 
which the wild and woolly nomad is 
not prepared to meet. Again: the 
Szechuan forces have reached a 
point in Eastern Tibet where they 
now come in contact with the Kansu 
Chinese army from the north. 
Any advance beyond the Yangtse at 
this point would sooner or later 
brine Szechuan and Kansu into 
conflict or ovnosition, and this 
should be avoided.

1,095 Cases in Canton 


Canton, Sept. 21. 


With the advent of cooler weather, 
cholera which reached epidemic 
proportions in June and July here, 
is now dead. 


The epidemic, according to the 
report of the loced health authori- 
ties, was the worst in Canton’s his- 
tory, having taken a heavy toll of 
lives. During the period March 1st 
to September 1, there were alto- 
gether 1,095 cases, out of which 314 
proved to be fatal. 


The first cholera case was dis- 
covered here esrly in March. In 
April and May only a few cases 
were reported, but during June the 
epidemic was in full sw: ng. One 
hundred and seventy-five persons 
died of the dread disease within the 
first week of the month, the report 
of the Health Department reveals. 


Had it not been for the preventive 
measures, including the compulsory 
mass injections, end the prompt 
treatment given to the victims, the 
total number of cases would have 
been far procter and the death rate 
considerably higher, 

The fruit, ice cream and all the 
cold drinks business wes badly hit 
by the epidemic as the authorities 
put a ban on them declaring that 
they were largely responsible for the 
spreading of the disease.—Reuter,

Questioned with reference to the 
national crisis, Mr, Sun thought it 
was time that petty squabbles were 
put aside and a unified front put 
on so far as national affairs were 
concerned, but he was firmly con- 
vinced that militarism must go. 
The Chinese people, he opined, 
should rely move on themselves to 
protect the country: they should not 
depend too much on outside assis- 
tance. 

Mr. Sun urged more support for 
the Chinese Volunteers who were 
operating in the northeastern prov- 
inces and said that it was essential 
that the Government should aid 
them. The northeastern provinces 
were part and parcel of China and 
everything should be done to 
recover China's lost territory. The 
recovery, by China, of such lost 
territory had nothing to do with the 
League of Nations and it was not 
fair that China should be asked to 
wait until the Lytton report was 
published before she made such an 
attempt. Japan, he said, did not 
wait for the publication of the 
Lytton report before she accorded 
recognition to the “puppet” state of 
Manchuria. The hinese people, 
therefore, should prepare to go to 
the aid of their brothers in Man- 
churia. 

In answer to queries concerning 
the attitude of the Powers towards 
the Manchurian situation, Mr. 
Sun said that he read in the Hong- 
kong press that France had chang- 
ed her attitude towards Japan, who 
had been relying on her in the past 
for moral support. If true this 
change it would appear, was 
brought about as a result of Great 
Britain's reply to Germany in con- 
nection with the latter's armament 
demands and the probabilities were 
that France and Great Britain 
would put on a united front at the 
next Assembly of the League of 
Nations, in which they would receive 
the full support of the United 
States. Mr. Sun thought that 
there was every prospect of Americal 
becoming a member of the League 
if Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt 
were clected to the Presidency of 
the United States, and in this case, 
the hands of Great Britain and 
France would be materially streng- 
thened. In the event of Japan 
withdrawing from the League, she 
would be placed in an isolated posi- 
tion, and, if she did not withdraw, 
action would be taken against her 
to put her in her proper place in

i. “When H.M.S. Keppel left 
Bhanghai on Sept. 26 she took with 
er “the advance party of the 1st 
Battalion The Lincolnshire Regi- 
ment, who dre due to transfer to 
Hongkong on October 1. The main 
body of the battalion will embark 
‘on H.M.S. Suffolk on that date and 
the rear party will follow on the 
transport Neuralia on November 
4. The Regiment arrived -in 
Shanghai on November 17, 1931. 

The Lincolnshire Regiment is one 
of the oldest in the British Army, 
having been raised in 1685, and 
@alled the Earl of Bath’s Regiment 
of Foot. In those days it was the 
eustom to name regiments after 
their Colonel. The original uniform 
of the Regiment was a blue coat 
and red breeches, and they held 
the distinction of being the only 
regiment to wear a coat of this 
colour, 

- The Regiment saw their first 
service in the Low Countries under 
Marlborough in the campaigns 
Which commenced in 1704, and took 
an active part in the buttles of 
Blenheim, Ramillies, Oudenerde and 
‘Malplaquet, which great names are 
honourably commemorated on their 
Regimental Colours, 
' Some time after this numbers 
were introduced to designate differ- 
ent regiments and the personal 
allocation was abolished. Numbered 
according to their seniority of 
formation the Lincolnshire became 
‘The 10th Foot. This was again 
changed in 1782 and territorial titles 
were added to the number and the 
.Regiment was called The 10th, or 
-North Lincoln Regiment of Foot. 
This title is still borne on the Regi- 
mental Colours presented to the 
‘Ast Battalion in 1863, which are 
still carried by the Regiment. A 
further change was made in 1881 
when each regiment was given a 
territorial designation correspond- 
ing to the particular locality with 
which it was connected and the 
Regiment then became The Lincoln- 
shire Regiment. 

This is not’ the first time this 
regiment has served in the Far 
East. In 1868 it was transferred 
from the Cape of Good Hope to 
Japen to act in the capacity of 
Legation Guard in Yokohama, and 
it remained there until 1871. Leav- 
‘ing Yokohama the battalion was 
divided, heedquarters and the right 
wing consisting of four companies 
and the Band and Drummers going 
to Hongkong, whilst the remainder 
went to Singapore. On November 
26, 1872 the Headquarters and right 
wing rejoined the rest in Singapore. 

he present Colonel of the Regi- 
ment is Major-General C, R. Simp- 
son, 'C.B., who himself joined the 
‘Regiment in 1874 as a Sub-Lieuten- 
ent. The 2nd Battalion of the 
Regiment is now stationed at Dover, 
England, the two territorial batta- 
tions, 4th and 5th have their head- 
quarters at Lincoln and Grimsby 
respectively. 

During the Great War the num- 
ber of battalions of the Lincoln- 
shire Regiment was increased to 
19, 

The Regiment has now completed 
three of their 21 years overseas 
service, two having been spent at 
Gibraltar before coming to China.

Annual Meeting Held at 
Foreign Y.M.C.A.

The annual meeting of the Pan- 
Pacifie Association of China was 
held on Saturday night at the For- 
eign Y.M.C.A. when an address was 
delivered by Mr. Alexander Hume 
Ford, a director of the Pan Pacific 
Union. The meeting was attended 
by over 800 persons, which Mr. 
Hume said demonstrated the attitude 
of Shanghai towards the desire to 
promote the advancement of the 
mutual and common interests of the 
peoples of the Pacific. 

Despite assertions that it was 
impossible to gather the peoples of 
the Pacific together for conferences, 
Mr. Ford stated that he was deter- 
mined to attempt the impossible 
and that as a result of his Man- 
churian trip found that everyone he 
met seemed to be eager to cooperate 
in the effort to promote peaceful 
desires. Referring to the charter 
of the Association , Mr. Ford 
stressed the unanimous vote of its 
members to delete the resolution 
which conferred power to enforce 
justice to all peoples living on the 
shores of the Pacific, adding that it 
was not enforcement that is requir- 
ed so much as a removal of the 
causes of ‘misuniderstanding. He 
pointed out that the headquarters of 
the Association had been voted in 
Shanghai and that in no organ of 
the national body should any harsh 
criticisms be published of any 
Pacific lands. Only the good that 
is known of neighbours would be 
acceptable. 

Mr. G.A. Fitch, the acting 
honorary secretary, spoke and com- 
mented briefly on the various meet- 
ings that have been held during the 
last 12 months and the changes that 
have taken place on the Board ot 
Directors and on the editorial stat. 
No financial statement was ready 
for presentation, said Mr. Fitch, but 
the condition of the association's 
finance was in a very healthy state.

SHOOTING AFFAIR IN 
FRENCH TOWN 


Would-Be Assassin Shot Dead 


In Street 
A shooting affair occurred in Rue 
de Saigon, in the French Conces- 


sion, shortly after 10 p.m. 
22, as the result of which a 
gunman was brought down, fatally 
wounded, by a Chinese police con- 
stable, who himself received a bullet 
wound in the arm. Another man, 
on whose life an attempt was made 
a few minutes before, is lying in 
hospital but his condition is not 
serious, 

A Chinese was waiting in front 
of the Chung-fa Watch Shop in Rue 
de Saigon, when he was approached 
by three others, who, without more 
ado, opened fire on him, a bullet 
entering his body. The would-be 
assassins, seeing their victim fall, 
ran off in different directions. 

Hearing: the shot, a ‘Chinese con- 
stable attached to the French Police, 
rushed up and seeing one of the 
| cangaters running, gave chase. This 
man ran down the road and opened 
fire a bullet striking the constable 
in the left arm. The constable re- 
turned fire and, in the battle that. 
ensued, the bandit was brought

NAVAL OFFICER MURDERED 


Cold-Blooded Outrage at’ West Gate: Motive 
Unknown: Adm. Wu Kuang-tsung the Victim 


Dragged from his toilet, through 
his bedroom and to the top 
of the staircase, Rear-Admiral 
Wu Kuang-tsung, director of the 
Hydrographic Department of the 
Ministry of Navy of the National 
Goyernment, was shot and fatally 
wounded at his residence by a gang 
of. four men at 8.30 a.m. on 
September 21. The aged naval 
officer was rushed to the Lester 
Chinese Hospital, but all efforts to 
save his life were unayailing for 
ke passed away at 11.25 am. The 
motive for the assassination is un- 
known but it is understood that 
it was not robbery. 


This was the sccond time that 
an attempt had been made on the 
Admiral’s life, for he was the 
victim of a shooting outrage some 
four or five years ago, kidnappers 
having tried to carry him off as 
he was about to enter his motor 
car on his way to office. On that 
occasion, Admiral Wu was shot in 
the face and his life was despaired 
of but he managed to weather the 
storm. 


Shortly after 8.15 o’clock, four 
men knocked at the door of Admiral 
Wu's house at 16 Ningkong Lee, 
Ziachiao Road, West Gate, and 
demanded to see him. His body- 
guard, Hsu Hua, realising that 
something was amiss, replied that 
his master was not at home and 
that he had gone to the Hydrogra- 
phic Department, and clpsed the 
door. The men (who, according 
to bystanders, were dressed in 
dark and grey long gowns and who 
were accompanied by a number of 
other men who remained outside 
the house) were not satisfied with 
reply so they dashed around to the 
back and, forcing an entry through 
the back door, herded th: members 
of the family, the bodyguard, and 
the servants into a side room, after 
which one of them remained on 
guard whilst the three others rush- 
ed upstairs. Admiral Wu was 
making his toilet at the time. 
The assassins caught hold of him 
and, dragging him through his bed- 
room to the top of the staircase, 
fired at him four times with Mauser 
automatic pistols, bullets entering 
wis lung, his groin, his leg and his 
cheek, the latter passing through 
his head. Having carried out their 
purpose, the murderers. fled. 

The alarm was promptly given 
and police were summoned to the 
scene. Seeing the Admiral severe- 
ly wounded, the family rushed him 
off to the Lester Chinese Hospital 
where, as stated, he passed away 


CHINESE SHIPPERS 
COMBINE 


Proposal to Form Conference to 
Compete with Foreigners 


An important proposal is on foot 
in Chinese circles to bring about a 
sort of combine of Chinese shipping 
companies to compete against for- 
eign companies. This will be 
formed on the lines of the Yangtze 
Freight Conference and the China 
Freight Conference and it is the 
idea of the promoters to prevent 
undercutting by the different Chin- 
ess concerns, resulting in serious 
losses to all concerned. 


There are some 40 Chinese ship- 
ping companies in Shanghai, most 
of which do business on a small 
scale. Owing to the depressed 
conditions in the shipping trade, re- 
sulting from the January 28 
incident, all Chinese shipping firms, 
including the China Merchants’ 
S.N. Co., the San ‘Peh S.N. Co., and 
the Ningshao §.S. Co., have suffered 
heavy losses. . 

With a view to improving condi- 
tions, Messrs. Yu Ya-ching, Chen 
Peh-kan and other prominent 
merchants have taken the initiative 
in proposing the formation of a 
league of all Chinese shipping com- 
panies so as to compete with foreign 
steamship lines. Under the direc- 
tion of this league, the steamers 
of the member companies will be 
placed on fixed routes and all pas- 
senger fares and freight rates will 
be uniform; no company will be 
allowed to increase or lower such 
rates without the approval of the 

' Ieague. This, it is stated, should 
prove a boon to passengers, shipping 
companies, and all others who have 
anything to do with shipping, so 
there will be no question of ¢om- 
petition between the different ship- 
ping companies. 

As the question of freight charge 
collections in cash is meeting with 
opposition from certain customs 
brokers, the combined steamship 
companies will allow freights to be 
paid within 25 days after delivery.

chow Road on Sept. 22, 

Apart from a specially appointed 
guard of 50 marines provided by 
the Minister of Navy, there was a 
large attendance of foreign and 
Chinese friends at the ceremony. 

The ceremony was a brief one, 
several addresses being given, dur- 
ing the course of which the virtues 
of the late Admiral Wu were eulo- 
gised, after which the corpse was 
placed in the coffin, 

A preliminary inquest was con- 


ducted, by a member of the 
Procuratorate of the Shang- 
hai District Court, the assas- 


sination having occurred in Chinese 
territory, at West Gate. After the 
bedy had been viewed by the Pro- 
curator and duly identified, an ad- 
journment was ordered. 

In view of the importance of the 
post held by the deceased official, 
the Minister of Navy, Vice-Admiral 
Chen Shao-kuan, apart from peti- 
tioning the Central Government to 
confer posthumous honours on Ad- 
miral Wu, has appointed Captain 
Wu Tsen-nan, the present Direc- 
tor of the Coast Defence Bureau of 
the Ministry, to succeed him, Cap- 
tain Wu has arrived here to take 
up his duties. ; 


Deceased’s Career 


Rear-Admiral Wu Kuang-tsung 
was a native of Fukien, 63 years 
of age, and was one of the most 
popular and most capable officers 
of the ‘Chinegsa Navy, being ex-~ 
ceptionally well-liked and respected 
by his colleagues and subordinates 
and by the foreign naval and con- 
sular officials in Shanghai and 
elsewhere in China. Deceased had 
never been abroad nor had he seen 
service in any foreign navy though 
he spcke English fluently. He re- 
ceived his training under British 
instructors at the Foochow Naval 
Academy. ; 

After the establishment of 
the National Government, Admiral 
Wu was made chief of the depart- 
ment of general affairs of the 
Ministry of Navy in Nanking and 
he held that post until his appoint- 
ment three years ago as director 
of the Hydrographic Depairtment. 
He held a number of decorations 
from foreign governments as well 
as the Chinese Government. 


Whilst in command of one of the. 


cruisers some years ago, Admiral 
Wu was responsible for the seizure 
of a huge quantity of opium, said 
to be valued at. several million dol- 
lars. For this, he received official 
commendation. ~

CHINESE AT LOS 
ANGELES GAMES 


Impressions of W.Z.L. Sung at 


Tenth Olympiad 


Myr, W. Z. L. (Bill) Sung, China’s 
delegate to the Tenth Olympic Games 
at Los Angeles, was welcomed back 
at the weekly tiffin of the ‘“Y’s” 
Men’s Club on Sept. 26, and gave 
an, interesting description of his 
impressions. The following are ex- 
tracts from his speech:— 

Regarding what I consider the 
high spots of the meeting, first 
the Opening Day, some 105,000 peo- 
ple packed the arena and two thou- 
sand athletes took part in the pro- 
cession, headed by the Greeks ac- 
cording to the ancient custom. The 
other nations were in alphabetical 
order, so China was well to the fore; 
47 nations weve represented, Vice- 
President Curtis of the United 
States proclaimed the. meeting open, 
the Flag was unfurled, the Torch 
was lit and kept lighted for 14 
days and 2,000 birds released. 
Everything was done strictly on 
time and in order; for instance 
Curtis’ speech was exactly 17 
words. Ten guns were fired for 
the 10th Olympic meeting. 

Second, the closing ceremony 
was most impressive. Many pres- 
ent were in tears. Military bugles 
were sounded and the Torch extin- 
guished. 

Third, the Olympie village! This 
consisted of 500 cottages each with 
two rooms, kitchen and bath, with 
all the necessary sanitary arrange- 
ments; in the village you could get 
anything you wanted. 

One great nuisance was the 
American fad of collecting auto- 
graphs; if you obliged, once you got 
started you were held up for two 
or three hours. I soon got wise and 
kept my hand covering my badge 
when going to the village. No 
visitors were allowed in the village 
as it was found that they disturbed 
the athletes and interferred with 
their rest, 

I suppose you are interested to 
hear how Liu Chen-cheng' fared. 
Well, although Liu is a good sailor, 
he had no chance of training on the 
voyage and he was not in condi- 
tion. We arrived in Los Angeles 
on July 29 and Liu had his first 
race on the 3ist in a 100 metres 
heat with some of the world’s 
greatest runners, including Met- 
calfe. He finished inches behind 
the third man. It was much the 
same in the 200 metres, Liu was 
nervous and he didn’t understand 
the starter, He beat the starter the 
first time: the starter spoke to him 
and this made him more nervous, he 
finished fourth again not more than 
a foot behind the 8rd man. 


The Japanese did fairly well, 
especially their swimmers and the 
surprising thing was the youthful- 
ness of these, mostly about 14 or 
15 years of age. At the beaches 
now you see youngsters training 
every day and if you ask them 
what they are doing it for, they re- 
ply, so as to be able to beat the 
Japanese at the next Olympies in 
Berlin.

Lockout of Silk Filatures: 


Strikers Enter 


Settlement: Clash at Tangpu 


Sept. 24, 
Subsequent to a number of silk 
filature strikers having entered 


several filatures situated in the 
Kashing Road areca where they inti+ 
midated loyal employees and began 
smashing things up, the police re- 


. Bponded to a call yesterday morning 


and evicted them in short order. 
The damage amounted to about Tis. 
900. 

The affair began in Chapei. About 
400 females, employed by two fila- 
tures, gathered outside the main 
gates, protesting against the pro- 
posed increase in working hours 
from 114 to 12 per day. The 
managements declared a_ lock-out, 
whereupon the women entered the 
Settlement at about 5.40 a.m. and 
climbed. over the wall of the filature 
situated at No. 1 Wuchow’ Road, 
breaking down the wall of the ad- 
joining premises. 

Having intimidated 1,080 em- 
ployees in these two places, the in- 
furiated women, began smashing up 
furniture and machinery. Before 
they had obtained sufficient imple- 
ments with which seriously’ to 
damage the more expensive mach- 
ines, the police arrived and ejected 
them, 

It has ‘been uveported that the 
ringleaders intend continuing _their 
policy of intimidation in Chapei. 


Kuomintang Members Assaulted 
Sept. 24. 


The Chinese authorities were 
yesterday «perturbed over two la- 
bour incidents which happened in 
Chapei and Nantao on Friday after- 
noon, resulting in damage and 
injuries. A thorough  investiga- 
tion was ordered, and the Bureau 
of Public Safety has been instruct- 
ed to deal severely with those res- 
‘ponsible for the outrages. 

The Nantao outrage occurred .at 
2 p.m., when six members of the 
wharf coolies union, accompanied 
by two representatives of the local 
Kuomintang, called at the office of 
the union with » view to taking 
over the affairs of the union as 
was ordered by the authorities. 

On their arrival at the address, 
Siao Kiu Hua Temple, Nantao, 
they. encountered about 30 ‘wharf 
coolies who, armed with axes and 
iron tars, refused them admission. 
An altercation arose, resulting in 
the attack of the workers. In the 


fight, six of the visitors were  in- 

jured ,.two of whom were in a 

critical condition yesterday. 
Chinese police soon arrived on 


the scene and dispersed the coolies. 
No sooner had the committee mem- 
bers returned to the Kuomintang 
Headquarters in Ling Ying Road, 


than the workers invaded the offi-’ 
ces. Glasses were broken, and 
furniture smashed. In order to 
quell the riot, Chinese police, who 
were on the scene shortly after- 
wards, were compelled to fire 
several shots into the air. Seven 
of the rioters were taken into 
custody, 


Filatures Invaded 


Earlier in the day, the female 
workers in several silk filatures in 
Hongkew district and  Chapei 
smashed machinery end furniture 
after a dispute with the manage- 
‘ments. As a consequence of the 
outrage, which was only quietened 
down by the Settlement and Cha- 
pei police, eight fiilatures in Cha- 
“pei and two in Wuchow Road, 
Hongkew, have declared a lockout, 
rendering approximately 5,000 work. 
ers idle. 

The following demands submitted 
by the workers have been rejected 
by the owners:—That the day wage 
be increased to 60 cents. 
weekly and. monthly bonuses be 
again instituted. That working 
hours should not exceed 11 hours. 

In view of the deadlock, the 
Labour Union held a meeting yes- 
terday, when -it was resolved that 
the Bureau of Social Affairs should 
be requested to mediate in the dis- 
pute. It was alse resolved that 
the workers should first resume 
work and the memagements conc 

_ tinue operations as usual. 

A third labour incident was re- 
ported from the Yangtszepoo dis- 
trict on the same day a crowd of 
juvenile workers known as bobbin 
boys employed in the Ewo Cotton 
Mill, 670 Yangtszepoo Roed, were 
intercepted near the mill gate by a 
gang of loafers who prevented 
them entering the mill with the 
result that they did not start until

Demonstration by Wharf Coolies 


. Sept. 27. 
Special -precautions taken by 
members of the Nantao Public 


Safety Bureau prevented di&turb- 
ances threatened yesterday after 
noon by more than 1,000 wharf 
coolies who proceeded to the City 
Government’s offices beyond Route 
Ghisi, and the Shanghai District 
Kuomintang headquarters, West 
Gate, to protest against the govern- 
ment order for the reorganisation 
of the Wharf Coolies’ Union and the 
arrest of seven of their comrades 
last (Friday for attacking Tang-pu 
officials. 

The demonstrators gathered be 
fore the City Government’s offices 
about 3 p.m. Five delegates were 
received by officials of the City 
Government who gave a favourable 
reply to the delegates’ demands. 
The demonstrators then marched to 
the Tang-pu headquarters where 
similar demands were presented by 
the same delegation. Throughout 
yesterday, both the City Government 
and the Tang-pu headquarters were 


heavily guarded by armed police, as], 


it was reported that troubles might 
oecur, As stated, the threatened 
troubles failed to materialise. 

In preparation for yesterday’s 
demonstration, 50 representatives of 
the wharf coolies held a meeting on 
Sunday afternoon when the follow- 
ing resolutions were passed:—That 
the Central Executive Committee be 
requested to instruct the local auth- 
orities to release the wharf coolies 
arrested last Friday; and that 
the C.E.C. be further requested to 
reconsider its decision regarding the 
reorganisation of the local wharf 
coolies union. The meeting also re- 
solved to send a delegation of seven 
to Nanking for the purpose of ap- 
pealing to the Central Kuomintang.

A. marked recrudescence of armed 
robberies and house breaking cases 
is reported by the French Concession 
police as the result of the liberation 
of prisoners from gaol under the 
amnesty, and still more cases are 
anticipated as the result of future 
liberations.

An outstanding case is that of a

house breaking. 

This man is alleged to have been 
concerned in the following cases of 
house breaking reported since July 
18: Avenue Joffre, Nos. 896, 1420 
and 1428: 81 and 474 Rue Ratard, 
‘and 886 Rue Bourgeat.

ARRESTED 


Threatened Communist Revenge 
Failed 


With ramifications of plot rival- 
ling the Communist murders whose 
victims were found in the French 
Concession and Sinza Road last |. 
November, a similar organisation, on 
Saturday were foiled by the Bub- 
bling Well police, who arrested three 
men in the act of collecting a dum- 


imy ransom. 


Inasmuch as the messengers were 
not armed, the police were not call- 
ed upon to resort to firearms and 
bloodshed was avoided. A fourth 
man and the local leader was not 
among those arrested. 

The plot was directed against Gen. 
Chang Ying, commanding the 59th 
Division, a loyal subordinate of. Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, who all summer 


-|has been fighting the Communist 


armies in Hupeh and Kiangsi. His 
captured several influential 
leaders of the Reds and after 
thorough investigation, executed 
them summarily. Because of this, 
Communist agents in Shanghai set 
cut to take a terrible revenge, 

On Thursday, four men, brandish- 
ing Mauser pistols, called at Gen. 
Chan’s house which is situated on 
a lane off Bubbling Well Road. 
They inquired for the lady of the 
house, and on being told that she 
was not in, demanded to see Gen. 
Chang. The servants replied that 
he was in Hupeh. Not. satisfied 
With these explanations the men 
made a thorough search of the pre- 
mises, leaving in anger on finding 
no one of consequence at home. 

On Friday, the family received a 
threatening letter, the terms of 
which demanded that $50,000 should 
be sent on Saturday afternoon to a 
secluded spot several hundred yards 
from the Tientungan Railway Sta- 
tion, on the Shanghai-Woosung 
Railway, 400 feet from the Japan- 
esé Naval Headquarters. Mrs. 
Chang notified Bubbling Well sta- 
tion and plans were made immedi- 
ately to cope with the gang. : 

Det.-Sub.-Inspr, Widdowson  dis- 
guised his men as hawkers, coolies 
‘and farmers, and with the aid of 
plainclothes men from Chapei, cover- 
ed the area thoroughly. A single 
messenger, carrying a parcel con- 
taining the dummy $50,000, took up 
his post at the appointed place. The 
gang were at least two hours late 
in keeping their rendezvous and the 
Police had almost given up hope 
when finally three men put in an 


appearance. se 

While the messenger engaged 
‘them in a short conversation, the 
various “hawkers” and  “coolies” 


closed in and presented pistols. 
There was no resistance and the 
police -handcuffed the Communist 
gangsters quicker than it takes to 
tell. Later in the afternoon,  ser- 
vants of Gen. Chang identified all 
three as having been in the party |

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GERMAN AIRMAN 
ARRIVES 


Rapid Flight Made from 
Kagoshima 


Sept, 24. 


Capt, Wolfgang von Gronau, the 
German airman who is touring the 
world, landed at Shanghai yester- 
day afternoon at 1.10 p.m., after a 
rapid and perfect flight from Kago- 
shima, Japan. Capt. von Gronau 
recently made his third flight across 
the Northern Atlantic between 
Germany and the United States, 
and it was on his arrival at Chicago 
on his last crossing that he decid- 
ed on the world flight which brought 
him to Shanghai yesterday. 


‘With a German flag flying from 
the fuselage, the Dornier Wahl fly- 
ing boat was made fast to a buoy 
in record time, land the flier and 
his crew were received by the Ger- 
man Consul-General, Baron Ruedt 

’ yon Collenberg, on board an Asiatic 
Petroleum Co, launch. 


The four who made the trip were 
yesterday evening the guests of 
honour at ‘a large and enthusiastic 
reception given by the Royal Air 
Force Association, of which Capt. 
von Gronau was made an honorary 
member. Appreciation at being the 
first German flier to be welcomed 
by the Association was expressed 
by him. Last night, an official din- 
ner was given by the German Con- 
sul-General when the German com- 
munity paid tribute to the courage 
and airmanship of Capt. von Gronau 
and his comrades, 

The machine hopped off from 
Kagoshima at 8.50 am. yesterday 


(7.50 a.m. Shanghai time) and ar-]} 


rived in Shanghai just after 1 p.m., 
making the journey in 5 hours 10 
minutes. A slight following wind 
and flying conditions described by 
Capt. von Gronau as “marvellous” 
resulted in a flight so rapid that 
the A.P.C. landing party standing 
by for his arrival were almost taken 
by surprise. 

As the flying-boat circled around 
the chosen landing place, just be- 
low the Tinghai Road bridge on to 
the Conservancy Board’s reclaimed 
island to the north of Riverside 
Power Station, the A.P.C. launch 
left the jetty at the firm’s installa- 
tion just inside the new island 
canal, ; 

On the launch were A.P.C. repre- 
sentatives, Baron von OCollenberg, 
Dr. Fuchs of the German Consulate- 
General) and several others. A 
‘minute or two later Customs and 
River Police launches arrived on the 
scene. My ; 

After circling three times Capt. 
von Gronau landed his machine per- 
fectly on the waters of the Whang- 
poo. A rope was carried from the 
A-P.C, Iaunch by sampan to the 
flying boat, and the other end made, 
fast to a Shell petrol buoy, and 
within a matter of seconds the ma- 
chine was securely tied up. 

QGapt. von Gronau went aboard 
the launch with his papers, and 
after meeting Baron von Collen- 
berg, other German consular offi-, 
cials and A.P.C. representatives, 
Handed his documents to Customs 
officials who came on board. These 
were found to be in order; and Capt. 
von Gronau went back to the aero- 
plane, to supervise its re-fuelling. 

General Loh, of the Nanking 
Aviation Bureau, arrived at the 
same time as the Customs launch. 
He displayed great interest 
in the flying boat. He went al 
over it and took copious notes re- 
garding it, 

‘When the machine had been 
covered up and made fast for the 
night, the crew came ashore, land- 
ing at the A.P.C. installation 200 
yards away. On shore Capt, von 
Gronau faced a talking picture ap- 
paratus, and stated, for the ultimate 
benefit of the movie-going world, 
that his arrival at Shanghai and 
landing arrangements were the best 
that he had encountered on the 
whole of his trip, Mr. E, A. R. 
Fowles of the A.P.C. also spoke 
before the apparatus, welcoming the 
German fliers to Shanghai. 


Capt. von Gronau’s aeroplane is 
a Dornier-Wahl flying boat. It is 
a monoplane, powered by two en- 
~gines, one pusher and one tractor, 
in tandem, Besides Capt. von 
Gronau, the crew comprises a co- 
pilot, Capt. Edward Zimmer, a radio 
operator, Fritz Albrecht and me- 
chanie, Franz Hack, 


Arrival in Hongkong 


; Sept. 26. 


After a round of receptions and 
visits Captain von Gronau took off 
’ from the Whangpoo, opposite Ting- 
hai Bridge, yesterday morning at 
8.15. Weather conditions were per- 
fect for -his flight, there being 
searcely any wind and a good visi- 
bility. That such conditions pre-! 
~vailed along the coast is evidenced 
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hours, having left Shanghai just 
before 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
arriving in Hongkong at 3:30 p.m. 
According to a Reuter message they 
encountered no difficulties in their 
passage, [ane 

Although Captain von Gronau's 
main object was to find a practi- 
cable air service route between 
Europe and the East over the north- 
ern circuit via Greenland, Canada 
and the Aleutian Islands, he decided 
to continue his air voyage round the 
world, taking leisurely stages, 

For air passage between New 
York and Europe he saw little im- 
mediate future; steamships are too 
fast. His hopes lie in developing 
a direct mail service from Europe 
through Canada and northern U. 5. 
to the Pacific Coast and the Orient. 


Wolfgang von Gronau, is much 
less a “flyer,” in the romantic sense 
of the word, than an aerial mariner, 
stolid, painstaking, plodding. He 
did not want to become a-pilot. His 
lack of interest in aviation became 
definite fear when his brother, a 
war aviator, was shot down and 
killed. But shortly after that 
when he was transferred from the 
navy to the air service, he had to 
go. At first he tried to deceive his 
mother by telling her he was to go 
aboard a Zeppelin, which was sup- 
posed to be safer than an airplane. 
But wn one Zeppelin after 
another was brought down in 
flames, he had to calm her by admit- 
ting he was a plane pilot. 

Twice von Gronau. was shot down 
unhurt. He was ultimately pro- 
‘moted to a headquarters job. 
After the War he returned to East 
Prussia to farm the lands of his 
father, General Hans H. K. von 
Gronau, Commander of the 4ist Re- 
serve Corps at the Battle of the 
Marne. Under the drudgery of 
farming he found himself wanting 
to get into the air again. 
a .manager for the farm, a 
machine for himself and began to 
pile up hours.: After operating a 
‘small school of his own, he got him- 
self appoirited director of _ the 
government-subsidized Fliegerschule 
at Warnemtinde, on the Baltic,

“Protests against registration are

‘be demanded. If the second decision 
lis not satisfactory, the party may 
lodge an appeal to the Ministry of 
Industry. In the first instance the 
question of design alone usually is 
raised, the question of priority of 
use being reserved for cases of 
hearing and re-hearing.” 


“As to the procedure of deciding 
cases of protests, those for examina- 
tion are decided simply by the Divi- 
sion of Protests in a conference.

“It is my personal opinion that 
Japan should have purchased Man- 
ehuria from China at a reasonable 
figure,” said Mr. Ernest W. James, 
Chairman of the. Kobe and Osaka 
Foreign Chamber of Commerce, in 
an interview with a representative 
of the “North-China Daily News” 
‘on Sept. 20. Mr. James, who has 


spent several days in Shanghai, 
‘proposes leaving for Kobe this 
morning, 


“Inasmuch as Japan, on behalf of 
China, fought Russia for Man- 
ehuria, in’ 1905, she has certain 
elaims to consideration there, other 
than what she did in developing the 
country. The payments could have 
been spread over a period of 25 
years, The present manner of 

‘handling the situation has been 
eovered with ‘too much camou- 
flage.”’’ 

“It has seemed to me that if it 
had been possible for Chinal and 
Russia to have recognised Manchu- 
kuo on the same day as Japan the 
@oves of peace would have settled 
quietly to an interrupted snooze 
‘over the Orient. But perhaps I had 
hoped for too much at this time.

BIG SEIZURE OF 
OPIUM 


Six Tons Discovered in French 
Bund Godown 


Customs officers on Sept. 23 seized 


fan enormous quantity of opium on 


the French Bund, its value being 
estimated from between one quar- 
‘ter to one half million dollars. 
Fifty barrels, with an estimated 
weight of 145 piculs, or nearly six 
tons, were seized after a struggle 
and with French Concession and 
Settlement police escorts removed 
to the Customs House strong rooms. 


It appears that the contraband 
had arrived from Hankow several 
days ago and ‘was consigned jas 
‘sugar to a Chinese bank here. As 
is done with ordinary cargo, the 
goods were stored in a Customs 
godown on the French Bund. 


Coolies were engaged in moving 
the containers, 50 large barrels. 
The coolies dropped one, which 
breaking, open, spread the drug 
on the floor. There was a top 
layer of sugar, but the odour and 
appearance quickly identified the 
-zontraband. 


A coolie made for it and soon was 
surrounded by a group of fellow 
workers, each intent on gaining his 
share. The commotion attracted 
the attention of a Chinese Customs 
official, who tried to prevent the 
theft. He was attacked by coolies 
and loafers, but managed to sum- 
mon. assistance. 


Both the French police and the 
Customs were notified. The former 
broke up a mob of more than 100 
loafers, who were bent on getting a 
share of the loot. There were stir- 
ring moments, but eventually the 
police drove the coolies back and 
threw a cordon round. 


Mr. W. A. Skuse, Chief Tide- 
surveyor, brought additional 
Customs men, and took charge of 
the affair. The French police stood 
guard, while five or six vans were 
summoned. The police escorted the 
trucks to Avenue Edward VII, 
where a large party of officers from 
Central station covered the short 
haul to the Customs house. 


In a declaration to the various 
public bodies in Kiangsu Province 
the National Anti-Opium Associa- 
tion charges that the open opium 
traffic in the province is heavier 
than ever following the enforcement 
fo the opium monopoly in the 
province, Despite the official 
denials, sspecial bureaux for the 
sale of tne drugs have been opened 
in Chinkiang, Changchow, Soochow 
and Wushih. The province has 
been divided into 61 districts for 
‘open sale, and it is estimated that 
the monthly revenues will amount 
to more than $300,000. 

It was ascertained on Sept. 24 
that the consignment was brought

down to Shanghai by a China 
Merchants steamer from the up- 
river and passed the Hankow 


Customs. 

A spokesman of the China Mer- 
ehants Steam Navigation Company 
emphasised, in an interview with a 
representative of the “North-China 
Herald,” that two consignments 
of brown sugar, one consisting of 
85 barrels and the other 15 barrels, 
were brought to Shanghai by the 


~ @ompany’s steanver Kiangan from 


Hankow with proper bills of lading. 
* The company was in no way con- 
nected with the consignments, he 
reiterated. 


think, should make some contribu- 
tion towards the re-construction of 
a stable China, somewhat in the 
way that Germany wishes to contri- 
bute towards the economic rehabili- 
tation of Europe rather than to be 
forced to continue. Manchukuo and 
Japan in like manner might com- 
pensate China. I have the deepest 
sympathy with Japan’s desire to 
have a fatherly control over Man- 
echukuo. If more people felt as I 
do, the world would not now be 
quite so badly upset. But sym- 
pathy is denied in many quarters 
because most people condemn the 
way in which this fatherly control 
was obtained.” 

Continuing, Mr. James pointed 
out that Japan looked on the spread 
of Communism in China as danger- 
ous to all Asia. These sporadic out- 
bursts in various parts of China, 
he attributed to the effects of 
Communist teachings: they were an 
indication of growing Communism. 

Optimistic Regarding Trade 

“It is my considered belief that 
business in Japan faces a great re- 
covery. The low yen has attracted 
buyers and has stimulated competi- 
tion. It has not -been a bad thing 
for the country so far, but every 
effort should be exerted to keep the 
yen from falling too low. It would 
be a great mistake to permit this. 
There seems to me to be little doubt 
that the present low value of the 
yen has not been attained only be- 
cause of economic conditions. I am 
convinced that it has been hammer- 
ed down for political reasons. 

“There is abroad a distinct fear 
that there may! be a repetition of 
untoward incidents of a_ political 
nature in Japan, which has helped, 
and continues to influence the fall 
of the yen. The death in Tokyo of 
so many of Japan’s great men has 
taught even Japan’s best friends to 
be very careful in their thinking 
about the future of Japan. 


“It is an open secret”, added Mr. 
James, “that the War Office during 
the trying days of 1931 and the 
early part of this year, were not 
effectively co-operating with the 
Foreign Office. The latter had as- 
sured the world of certain things, 
such as troop movements—there 
was an apparent departmental dis- 
cord. What the world would like 
to see was departmental co-opera- 
tion and statements should be issued 
by a responsible head, - 

“T have found that the average 
Japanese man feels that his coun- 
try has been forced into a position 
of isolation, far from splendid, by 
exclusion laws forbidding immigra- 
tion of Japanese, and by tariff laws 
such as the recently announced In- 
dian tariff on cotton goods, which 
leave Japan no markets for her sur- 
plus goods. To these men Man- 
churia now begins to represent 
what bread and butter does to the 
average European or American, It 
is Japan’s last hope for peaceful 
development. I think that if this 
fact were better understood in the 
United States it would be better for 
the peace of the world, and cer- 
tainly it would make the feeling 
between these two great Pacific 
powers more cordial. 


“Manchuria presents an _ outlet 
for Japanese manufactured goods 
which can never be choked nor 
blocked because Manchuria needs 
and can absorb everything that 
Japan can send her. Japan re- 
cognizes this fact and is determin- 
ed, rightfully I firmly believe, to 
allow nothing to interfere with her 
development of this natural market. 
I hope that in developing Manchu- 
kuo that no obstacle to the free 
development of the trade of all 
other nations will even be consider- 
ed by the Manchus and the Japan- 
ese. Such a move would be 
disastrous to friendly international 
relations. But I believe that Japan 
will see that no such action is taken 
for it is to Japan’s advantage to 
maintain the open door so that all 
nations can realise her true sin- 
eerity.” 

Mr. James went on to say that 
he is a strong advocate of a con- 
ference of the Pacific Ocean. “There 
have been too many conferences 
over European affairs,’ he said, 
“what is needed and what I want 
to see is a conference of the Great 
Powers about the Pacific which will 
enable the United States and 
Japan to talk over their grievances 
in the presence of others: and ar- 
rive at a better understanding. The 
present attitude of both these na- 
tions toward each other is very sadly 
strained due, I firmly believe, to the 
propaganda particularly in the press 
on both sides.”

Cholera Epidemic Practically 
Over 


_’ That 1932 ranks as a severe but 
not a major cholera year, is the con- 
clusion reached by the Commissioner 
of Public Health, Shanghai Munici- 
pal Council: Unless unforeseen cir- 
cumstances arise, the epidemic may 
be said to be practically over. 

In his report for August, Dr. Jor- 
dan states that the foreign death 
rate was 12.63 as compared with 
17.55 for the same month last year, 
and the Chinese death rate 13.22 as 
compared with 17.70 for the same 
month last year. He notes, however, 
that it is probable the Chinese death 
rate is under-estimated. Tubercu- 
losis and then cholera caused most 
of the deaths both amongst foreign- 
ers, and the Chinese population. 

Cholera may be said to have 
reached its peak in the middle of 
July, in the last week of which 
month a fall took place. The de- 
cline continued throughout August, 
and at the end of the month the 
disease had reached comparatively 
unimportant proportions, and unless 
very unforeseen circumstances arise, 
it may be stated that the epidemic 
is practically over. It may thus be 
of interest to review the situation 
in regard to cholera. Taking re- 
presentative epidemics, in the year 
1919 the death rate per 10,000 of 
population from cholera was 9.78, in 
1926—4.48, in 1929—1.56, and in 
1932 (up to August 31) 1.45. Case 
rates, whilst partially supporting de- 
ductions made from death rates, 
cannot be used as an accurate guide, 
as in the past the deaths which oc- 
curred outside hospitals show that 
hospitalization for cholera is of 
fairly recent popularity. It will be 
seen that when epidemic death rates 
are reduced to a common factor, 
thereby excluding the fallacy due to 
a rapidly growing population, 1932 
ranks as a severe but not major 
cholera year. It is only just tg state 
that in 1919 and 1926 statistical 
methods were undergoing improve- 
ment and hence the figures may be 
somewhat inaccurate, but not suf- 
ficiently so to invalidate the conclu- 
sions made above. 

Pandemics throughout China 
usually coincide with epidemics in 
Shanghai, and in some instances 
seem to precede them. An observer 
from India, Col. W. C. Ross for ex- 
ample, states in a review on cholera 
that “in the year 1919 over 300,000 
persons died from cholera in China, 
and that an epidemic of this order 
is on vastly greater scale than most 
of the outbreaks recorded in India.”

It may be of interest to note that 
the smallest death rate in Calcutta 
during the last 20 years is seven per 
ten thousand. That is considerably 
higher than any year in Shanghai 
other than 1919, The highest death 
rate in Calcutta is 41 per thousand. 

Calcutta must be used as a com- 
parative index as it is the only town 
in a country subject to cholera 
epidemics whose statistics are readi- 
ly available in tabulated form. It 
is impossible to contrast the cholera 
incidence of Shanghai ‘with other 
towns in China since the statistical 
data are quoted on different lines). 

The total number of cholera in- 
oculations performed this season, to 
date, is 170,000.

“In working out her future Japan 
should consider that other natio.is 
are also necessary to her welfare. 
In cordial understandings with 
Europe and the United States, 
much can be accomplished to bring 
about a continued world. peace. 

“For myself,” said Mr. James in 
conclusion, “I am using all my,-in- 
fluence and strength to spread the 
idea of holding a ‘Conference in the 
Pacific’ The sooner the better, 
too.” de

TWO KIDNAPPING 
ATTEMPTS 


Gangs Foiled in Both 
Instances 


Two attempted kidnappings failed, 
one on Sept, 24, and one on Sept. 
23, owing to the fearlessness of the 
complainants. In, both 
the first in Yulin Road district, the 
latter in Woosung, the gangsters 
fired several rounds, injuring per- 
sons. ’ 


At about 9 a.m. on Sept, 24 
Mr. Li Tse-ching, a wealthy Chinese 
residing in an alleyway off Ward 
Road, followed his usual routine of 
visiting certain of his buildings 
which were in the process of con- 
struction at the intersection’ of 
Kwenming. Road and Liaoyang 
Road. He arrived at the scene in 
his motor car and entered the pre- 
mises. Three of the gang sur- 
rounded his chauffeur, demanding 
the key to the car. He refused, 
whereupon they shot him — several 
times. The reports attracted com- 
plainant, who returned to the vehicle. 

Without more ado, the gang bund- 
led him into the car and one of their 
number, taking the wheel, drove off. 
They had not gone more than several 
hundred yards when the victim, 
shouted for help. They turned their 
ristols on him, wounding him in the 
body. Then they dumped him on 
to the road driving off posthaste. 


The police, on arrival, called for 
an ambulance and the wounded 
victims were taken to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Mr. Li dying on the 
following morning. The 
feur’s condition is critical. 


After winding round to throw the 
police off their tracks, the gang 
drove the car, No. 10035, to Kiang- 
wan Road, where it was found 
abandoned later in the day. 


Woosung Suspects Arrested 


The two suspected gangsters 
believed to have participated in the 
attempted kidnapping of the 5-year- 
old son of a wealthy residens of 
Yinghong village, Woosung, on 
Sept. 28, were escorted to the 
Bureau of ‘Public Safety, Nantao, 
by the Woosung police on Sept. 24 
for investigation. 


According to the details available 
Mr. Hsu Chun-tang, a wealthy 
resident of Yinghong, sold a 
piece of land of nine mow to the 
City Government of Greater Shang- 
hai recently, and the income has 
attracted the attention of the gang- 
sters. 


A gang of four robbers, two of 
whom were armed with pistols, 
raided. the house on “Sept. 23. 
As only an amount of $104 cash 
could be found in the premises, the 
gang avducted the 5-year old son. 


Mr. Hsu followed the robbers and 
raised an alarm. Several members 
of the peace preservation corps and 
police were soon on the scene. See- 
ing that they were surreunded, the 
gangsters abandoned the child, and 
fired several shots to intimidate th2 
pursuers. After a wild chase, two 
suspected gangsters were arrested 
by the police. 


INCIDENT ON RIVER 
STEAMER 


Detective’s Action At Bottom 
of Trouble 


That the usurpation of the river 
police duties by a plain-clothes 
detective of the Shanghai and Woo- 
sung Garrison Headquarters origin- 
ated an incident on the China 
Merchants Steam Navigation Co.’s 
steamer Kiangshun was reveal- 
ed on September 22 in local Chinese 
shipping circles. As far as the 
China Merchants is concerned, the 
incident has been closed, the three 
members of the Kiangshun crew 
having been released by the Nan- 
tao river police. 


It was reported that the detec- 
tive boarded the steamer and de- 
manded a search for narcotics, This 
was refused by several members of 
the crew, as the detective came 
from the Lunghua Headquarters. 
The refusal resulted in an alter- 
caticn between the officer and the 
crew. Said to have been menaced, 
the officer fired four shots into the 
air, whereupon those on the steam- 
ery gave alarm signals. 
Japanese. marines arrived on the 
scene shortly afterwards and _ en- 
quired if help was wanted. With 
the explanation of the matter by 
the captain of the steamer they re- 
turned,

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GOVERNMENT BOND MARKET 


Report flor Third Week of September 
Indicates Firm Undertone

The third week of September on 
the Chinese Government bond 
market contrasted quite sharply 


with the two preceding ones in that 


the results obtained more closely 
approached the normal as establish- 
ed since the reopening of the mart 


following the Shanghai war of last 


winter. 

Although fluctuations averaged 
less than a point, the effects were 
very substantial under the circumst- 
ances.

On Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Saturday the 
leve] of all issues was raised uni- 
formly, especially on Wednesday 
when advances were recorded up to 
three-fifths of a point. The first 
afternoon session of trading that 
day was the most active seen in 
the Exchange since the beginning 
of the month. 

Saturday also saw very consis- 
tent and substantial gains recorded 
throughout the four periods of trad- 
ing. The phenomenon of strong 
prices in an allegedly “logical” weak 
market was explained by certain 
“authorities” with the statement 
that shorts were covering as they

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HOUSEBOATING 


Organisation Wanted 


To the Editor of the : 
NortH-CuHINA DAiLy News.” 


Sir,—Now that autumn is here 
again, one notices an increased 
enthusiasm for houseboating, and 
the week-ends on the river are 
evidently attracting more and more 
people to enjoy the peace and calm 
of reaches beyond the sound of 
motor-horns and traffic bustle. It 
seems, therefore, that the time has 
come to talk of ships—of motor- 
ships, of sailing-ships and all ships 
which can be classed as houseboats, 
and in this connection, a suggestion 
is put forward that there might be 
a demand for some organisation to 
bring together folk who are interest- 
ed in houseboating. 

The general idea is somewhat 
nebulous at the moment, but it is 
believed that a real need could be 
served by an Association of house- 
boaters and would-be houseboaters, 
who are usually gregarious and 
notoriously sportsmen, to enable 
them more easily to meet, and to be 
a centre of information of all kinds 
related to boating, such as costs, 
upkeep, technical advice, navigation, 
advice on routes, places of interest, 
and maps and the multitudinous 
matters which go to make up the 
interest and pleasure of house- 
boating. 


There would appear to be a goodly 
proportion of boat-owners who do 
not get the full use of their boats, 
either from press of business, from 


reluctance to increase their outlay, 
or from other reasons.

allow others who do not own house- 


boats to contribute to the running 


costs and upkeep of their boats. 
Similarly, it is suspected that 
there are many less opulent mem- 
bers of the community who would 
be prepared to spend their week- 
ends, and their money, on a borrowed 
houseboat, rather than at nocturnal 
resorts in violent exercise and 


absorption, with great benefit to 
their health and business ef- 
ficiaency. 


One of the functions of the 
Association, as visualised, would be 
the conjunction of .such mutually 
complementary individuals. 

The are doubtless also ther 
houseboaters who would welcome 
expett advice, based on collective 
local experience, as to where and 
at what cost repairs, alterations, and 


jrenewals can best be carried out. 


There must be some who do not 
always know the best way to get 
to some delectable spot in the wilds 
of our mud flat, even some who 
hanker for heights greater than our 
Garden Bridge to walk over. Maps 
are available of some of the sur- 
rounding country, but they are not 
ideal from the houseboater’s pvuint 
of view. The proposed Association

The position at present is most 
unsatisfactory and appears. to be 
shrouded in so much mystery. That 
there are houseboats galore both 
private and public, cannot be gain- 
said but, where does one get them? 
—what do they cost?—is it safe? 
—where to go?—these are points 
on which the average person can 
get but scant information. When 
the Rowing Club held their regatta 
at Minghong recently I thought of 
hiring a houseboat and, having 
failed to locate anybody who knew 
anything about the matter, despat- 
ched my office boy to the Soochow 
‘Creek to see if he could nail down 
a laodah; one such ambitious in- 
dividual duly appeared complete 
with card on which was his name 
and a smudge which he declared to 
be a photograph of his houseboat.

For three days there- 
fore, my initial outlay, before I had 
even thought of food, water and 
sundry other incidentals, would have 
amounted to about $80—payable in 
advance, except the tip which he 
thought he might be able to do 
without until the end of the jour- 
ney.

From Nanking to 
Shanghai by express, very much the 
reverse. Filthy. carriages, food, 
and no bread, Silent water or soda 
water obtainable. No electricity 
for the fans, and the lavatories in 
a disgraceful state; filthily dirty 
and lacking in every ordinary con- 
venience or appurtenance which 
should be found, even water for 
washing and other purposes having 
to be brought in buckets as the 
taps were broken and the supply of 
water non-existant. . ‘ 


May one be permitted to ask 
why such a state of things should 
exist in these days on the Railway 
running between the capital of 
China and her largest and most 
flourishing city? Surely it is time 
that the Railway Administration 


and those responsible for the 
upkeep of its passenger service 
looked into the matter and took 


some steps to ensure that passen- 
gers who pay for first class ac- 
commodation get it.

_ BUS FARES 
Complaint and Answer 


To the Editor of the 
“NoRTH-CHINA DAILY News.” 


Sir,—Coming to town this morn- 
ing on the bus No, 97, Route 9, I 
noticed a postey inside the bus 
informing (passengers jthat owlng 
to the heavy depreciation in the 
copper currency, the company re- 
grets to be compelled to increase 
fares. The increases are by 20 per 
cent. on Route 1 and by 268 per 
cent. on Route 9, 

While admitting that transporta- 
tion fares are quite low on these 
conveyances I cannot refrain from 
remarking that if the management 
was desirous off raising them a 


* more plausible reason should have 


been given than one so easily dis- 
proved by reference to your esteem- 
ed financial column, on consulting 
which I find that since the inaugura- 
tion of the fares now found to be 
inadequate—somewhere about the 
beginning of this month—copper 
coins have depreciated by just two- 
thirds of one per cent! 

Being of a timid nature I dare 
not contemplate the consequences 
should logical conclusions be de- 
duced if the above facts were to be 
put syllogistically,

stated to the “North-China Daily 
News” that the depreciation in copper 
eurrency commenced last January, 
and that the company, not at all desi- 
rous of increasing the prevailing low 
fares, refrained from so doing until 
recently, and only when the value of 
eopper coins appeared to show no 
signs of appreciating to their previous 
value. In January the average number 
of coppers to the dollar was 267.4, 
while the present rate is about 300, 
an increase of 12 per cent. According 
to the Company the present fares, with 
the increase, are still low. “Sceptic’s¥ 
letter refers to the depreciation in 
value of copper coins since the begin- 
ning of the month, whereas the figures 
relevant to the increase date from the 
end of January.

Indian Murder Trial 


‘Charged in H.M. Supreme Court 
last week with murdering one Tseu 
‘Ah-yeu at Shanghai on August 2 
dast, Yusuf--Din, a Mohammedan 
Ihidian, entered a plea of not guilty. 
The case was heard by the Chief 
Judge, Sir Peter Grain, and a jury 
consisting of Messrs, A.D. Kay, F. 
R. Lamb, W. Jarmain, H. Booth, 
J. F. Lauderdale, J. Isherwood, D. 
MacLennan, H. R. Fielding, M. 
Berry, W. G. Clarke, C. J. Merritt 
and C. B. V. Golding, 

Counsel were Mr. A. G. Mossop, 
Crown Advocate, for the prosecu- 
tion; Mr. F. G. Livingstone, of 
Messrs. Hansons, for the defence. 

The prisoner was allowed to be 
sested, after which Mr. Mossop made 
his opening statement, giving a sum- 
Mary of the material facts of the 
@ase as given in the Police Court 
afd referring to certain plans of the 
scene of the alleged murder, Ac- 
cused, he said, was one of four 

watchmen employed at the Li Tsung 
Lee alleyway and the deceased man 
was one Tseu Ah-yeu, The matter 
arose in connection with the removal 
of certain furniture from 28 Li 
Tsung Lee, accused refusing to allow 
this to be removed until a pass was 
produced. The furniture was later 
removed in small lots by deceased 
ard another man out of the back 
door into Chinese territory. 

Accused, said counsel, came up 
with a stick and shouted ‘Wei! 
Wei!” and hit deceased on the left 
side with his stick. The latter 
catight hold of the stick and told 
accused to go to the police station 
with him. Accused was seen to take 
something from his pocket and to 
make a thrusting motion, whereupon 
deceased staggered away. Accused 
rati away, leaving his stick behind. 
Deceased collapsed and died in four 
minutes, Prior to this, accused had 

. Bone to the house, No. 28, and ask- 
ed if the furniture were being re- 
moved and the reply was “no.” He 
then ran out of the house down the 
alleyway towards the scene of the 
alleged murder. The clothing on de- 
ceased bore a hole, which was the 
exact width of a knife found in ac- 

_ eused’s hut. 

Toong Woo-sz stated that she was 
the tenant of the house, No. 28, and 
had Been there for six or seven 
years. She had not paid her rent 
since October last. She sub-let part 
of the house to Hoong Kai-fa and 
his wife. On August 2, Hoong, who 
had paid his rent to date, gave notice 
that he was moving that morning. 
Hoong, assisted by deceased and an 
apprentice, hired two wheelbarrows, 
which were loaded when an Indian 
watchman came up and asked for a 
pass. Witness said she did not have 
a pass and knew nothing about 
passes. She was told to get one or 
the furniture could not be moved. 

itness showed them a rent receipt 
but was told that it was useless: 
she must have a pass for January. 
The furniture was taken into the 
hotise again and witness went and 
reported the matter to the Chapei 
police, who sent a cgnstable to the 
Seene and gave her a_ removal 
permit. She showed the permit to 
the Indian watchmen but still they 
refused to permit the removal of the 
furniture. 

Later, witness suggested to Hoong 
and his wife that they might move 
the important articles ow though 
the back door, down the alleyway, 
through another alleyway, Zung 
Shing Lee, into Chinese territory. 
Hoong decided to move out in this 
way and, while he guarded the 
things as they arrived in Chinese 
territory, deceased and the appren- 
tice moved the things out. Hoong’s 
wife remained at the front gate to 
see whether the Indian watchmen 
approached. Later, accused ap- 
proached and Mrs. Hoong shut the 
gate, which accused kicked open. 
The latter asked, in Chinese, whe- 
ther the furniture were being re- 
moved and was told that it was not. 
Seeing some of it missing, he ran 
towards Zung Shing Lee. He had 
a thick stick in his hand at the time. 
Witness “later heard shouts that an 
Indian had killed somebody. She 
heard these about three or four 
minutes after accused had left her 
house and she never saw. accused 
again that day. |. Witness went to 
Zung Shing Lee and saw a man who 
had been stabbed being supported by 
another man. She later heard that 
the. man was Tseu Ah-yeu. -Then 
she went to the Chapei police sta- 
tion and reported the matter and 
she stayed there until the following 
morning. She did not see who the 
dead man was. 


in  ¢rose-examination witness 
identified the accdsed as the 
man whe approached her on 
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the morning of August 2, and 
stated that she ‘became  in- 
volved in an argument with 


him because he’ would not allow her 


tenants to remove their belongings. 
Questioned as to her knowledge of 


the district, witness asserted that 
she had lived there for six or seven 


years but was unable to recognise 
that the pass she had obtained from 
the Chinese police to permit the re- 
moval of the furniture was invalid. 
She admitted that she had never 
heard of any of the residents moving 
their goods without a pass, and in- 
isted that she had no personal in- 
terest in the furniture that wags to 
be taken away. While she was ar- 
guing, she said, several people were 
listening. 

The next to give evidence was the 
wife of Hoong Kai-fa, the tenant of 
the upper front room of No. 28 Li 
Sung Lee alley who stated that she 
paid $9.50 monthly rent in advance 
for the apartment. She corroborat- 
ed the statement of the previous 
witness, 

Hearing shouts of someone having 
been killed, continued witness, she 
and the landlady ran up the alley. 
Half way along the passage she saw 
her Husband and a crowd of people 
and also saw a man being supported 
by a friend. She suggested taking 
him to hospital in a ricsha but was 
informed that he was already dead. 
She stayed with the corpse as guard 
for some time. 

Hoong Kai-fa succeeded his wife 
in the witness box and his evidence 
followed the lines of hers. He 
identified the accused and one other 
man in the court as the Indian 
watchmen who disallowed the re- 
moval of their furniture. He stated 
that he had no argument with the 
Indians, the talking’ being done by 
the landlady. The deceased, he said, 
came to his house at his invitation 
to assist in the removal, of which 
he had previously notified him. 

Several Chinese witnesses were 
called to give evidence on the mat- 
tex which arose in connection with 
the removal of certain furniture 
from 28 Li Tsung Lee. At the in- 
stance of the Crown Advocate, the 
witnesses demonstrated how the ac- 
cused was alleged to have stopped 
the removal of a dressing table, 
struck the deceased with a stick, 
and then made the fatal thrust. They 
were unanimous that the incident 
lasted only a short while, and that 
the movements were very quick. 

Dr. William King Dunscombe, di- 
rector of medical laboratory of the 
Public Health Department, Shang~ 
hai Municipal Council, stated 
that he found’ evidence of 
blood on the knife given to him by 
Sub-Inspr. J. T. Shields for exami- 
nation. As the amount of the blood 
was so small he was not able to 
tell what kind of blood it was. He 
identified the ‘knife which he had 
examined. 

Dr. Thomas M. Burton then testi- 
fied that he had examined a Chinese 
corpse in a coffin in the Chekiang 
Guild on August 5, and found a 
wound between the fourth and fifth 
ribs. He stated that the wound 
could have caused death, but was 
not able to say whether that wound 
did cause death or not. He did not 
perform a post mortem examination. 
He viewed the body only. 

Hoong Kai-fa, tenant of the house 
No, 28, Li Tsung Lee, said that he 
was looking after the furniture al- 
ready removed from his house when 
he heard a cry. As soon as he 
reached Zung Shing-lee, where the 
ery came from, he saw the deceas- 
ed staggering toward Zee Ching- 
chuen, while the IndiaX# was running 
away. He identified the accused as 
the Indian he saw that morning. 
He did not notice any other Chi- 
nese in the alleyway, and he saw 
no other Indian. a 

Zee Ching-chuen, broker, of 240 
Chinchow Road, said that as 
soon as the Indian watchman 
reached the deceased, he struck 
him with a stick. The © stick 
was seized, whereupon the Indian 
produced something from the belt 
and thrust it against the deceased’s 
chest.. The deceased staggered to- 
wards him, while the Indian ran 
away. He said all happened in a 
short time. He then identified the 
accused as the Indian watchman. 

Sze Nien-chien, apprentice, stated 
that -he saw everything that 
happened between the Indian and 
the deceased, : 

At the instance of the Crown Ad- 
vocate, he. demonstrated the move- 
ments. He said he never helped 
the deceased nor anybody. The de- 
ceased staggered towards Zee after 
the Indian had thrusted something 
against the chest. As soon as the 
Indian: left. the scene, he went up 
to the deceased, who passed away 
in three. or four minutes,

Witness 
said that it is the police custom 
to keep a register of residents mov- 
ing from the district and that to 
this end, passes are issued to any 
who desire to remove furniture. 

The Judge then asked witness if 
the blood on the knife was dry, and 
received an affirmative answer. 

Mirwas Khan said that he had 
received instructions from the 
Chiha Realty Co. to see that ten- 
ants moving out should present 
passes, so, in the present case, he 
had declined to permit removal. 
There was no differentiation be- 
tween tenants and _ sub-tenants. 
Witness later went home for tiffin, 
leaving accused in the watchmen’s 
hut alone, Later, as witness was 
on his way to the house of the No. 
1 watchman, accused came up from 
behind and said that he was also 
going to the. No. 1 watchman’s 
house to report that the Chinese 
were moving the furniture. After 
calling on the No. 1, they (witness, 
accused and three others) went in 
rieshas to Li Tsung Lee and while 
three of them, including accused, 
went inside, he and Ali Hyder re- 
mained to pay off the ricsha coolies. 
When they got inside the alleyway, 
they saw the three who went in 
first in the custody of the Chapei 
police, Many Chinese were in the 
alleyway at the time, shouting 
“Shut the gate,” and “Strike’ He 
and Ali Hyder managed to run into 
the Settlement, where they were ar- 
rested by the Municipal Police. 

This evidence having been cor- 
roborated by Allah Dad, Ali Hyder 
and Saman Khan. 

Owing to the inability of Det.- 
Sub.-Inspr. J.T. Shields to attend 
court owing to illness, the evidence 
which he gave in the Police Court 
was accepted. 

Accused, sworn, asked the jury 
to consider carefully the statement 
which he was about to make. On 
the morning in question, he said, a 
small boy informed him that some- 
one was removing furniture so he 
went up the alleyway and saw two 
wheelbarrows almost loaded. He 
asked for a pass but was told that 
the owner had no pass so he said 
that the furniture could not be 
moved. A woman offered him $3 
to allow the furniture to be taken 
away but he refused this. Later 
a Chinese policeman from Chapei, 
who was summoned to the scene, 
told Mirwas Khan to let them take 
the furniture away but Mirwas re- 
fused without permission from the 
company. The furniture was taken 
back into the house and the watch- 
men returned to their hut. They 
went occasionally to the house to 
see whether the furniture was be- 
ing shifted or not. Mirwas later 
went to tiffin and witness remain- 
ed in the hut. When he later went 
down the alleyway, he saw a table 
being taken away. He went and 
put his hand on it and said that 
the people could not move. Deceas- 
ed hit him and grabbed his stick 
and some 13 or 14 Chinese who 
were near by shouted “Strike! 
Strike!” They gathered around him 
and began to assault him and a wo- 
man pulled his hair and wanted to 
kil him. Witness was astonished 
so, having a knife in his left pocket, 
he drew it out and swung it about. 
The Chinese gave way and he ran 
towards Kungping Road, where he 
met the proceding witnesses. They 
went back to the alleyway together 
and witness and two others were 
arrested by the Chapei police. He 
did not know what happened to the 
knife aftenwards: it may have fall- 
en from his pocket. He was 
frightened and that was why he 
had used the knife. 

In cross-examination, witness 
denied striking deceased with~ his 
stick. The Chinese hit him first 
and pulled the stick away. He was 
attacked without cause. The knife 
and stick (produced) were his. He 
did not strike anybody with his 
knife when he swung his arm about 
because, when he swung his arm, 
the Chinese receded. He could not 
explain ,how the knife camé to be 
found in his hut. ;

The Crown Advocate put it to 
accused that he purposely went to 
the hut after the stabbing and had 
wiped thé knife but accused denied 
this.

“After four or five days of trial, 
we have:reached this pitiful fiasco,” 


said Judge’ Purdy on Sept. 22 in the’ 


U.S. Court for China, as he gave 
judgment for plaintiff in the action 
of Z, T. Wong versus 8, Zimmerman 
Import & Export Co., “where the 
defendant practically admits the en- 
tire claim and tries to claim a small 
amount on certain vouchers, I have 
no patience with Americans who 
adopt that attitude in carrying on 
business.” 

Complainant, represented by Mr. 
H. Dz. Rodger, brought suit for 
$7,101.09, on three counts, repre- 
senting monies advanced, alleged 
breach of contract and commissions 
due. The defendant company, 
through Mr, N. E. Lurton, admitted 
part of the complaint and denied the 
rest. The greater portion of the 
trial was devoted to an examination 
of the books and evidence by the 
contesting parties, 

According to the plaintiff, he was 
employed as the Chinese manager 
for the Shanghai firm on March 
28, 1981, by virtue of a contract 
entered into between him and the 
defendants. 
ant’s request and special instance, 
plaintiff loaned and advanced to 
defendants various sums of money, 
and there is an unpaid bedance of 
more than Mex. $5,482.19 owing 
to him. Plaintiff further alleged 
breach of contract. He said he 
was dismissed without notice and

Godown Warrant in Dispute 


In the U.S. Court for China, be- 
fore Judge Milton D. Purdy, the ac- 
tion of Mr. D. Joukel and others 
doing business under the firm name 
and style of East West Export & 

+ Import Co., against Thriftcor Bank 
for the return of a godown warrant, 
or a sum of Kran 113,938.65, was 
adjourned, 

The plaintiff claims the ownership 
of the warrant which was executed 
under the name of J. Ogly, a Rus- 
sian, and which was used as security 
for an overdraft of $266.39 and Tis. 
2,215 by Mr. Ogly. Though offered 
the payment to settle the outstand- 
ing account by the plaintiff the de- 
fendant refused to return the docu- 
ment without an order of the Court. 

Judge Milton D, Purdy remarked 
that he could not issue such an 
order, the Court having no jurisdic- 
tion over the third party, Mr. Ogly. 
The plaintiff hereupon informed the 
Court that a judgment against Mr. 
Ogly had been delivered a few days 
‘ago in the First Special District 
Court for the return of the docu- 
ment or its value to the plaintiff. 
Ogly was, however, reported to be 
in Dairen. 

The plaintiff told the Court that 
he came to Shanghai in May, 1930, 
as the sole representative of the

A representative from the bank 
admitted that a godown warrant 
under the name of Ogly was in the 
possession of the bank as security 
against the sum mentioned. Though 
the plainitff offered to settle the out- 
standing account of Ogly’s, he could 
not return the document without the 
order of the Court.

Japanese Goods Seized 


The case was heard by Judge Koh 
on Sept. 21. Mr. Y. D. Wong, Assis- 
tant Municipal Advocate, who pro- 
secuted, told the court that the 60 
bales of cotton were transported in 
two carts from Shun Ta cotton 
cloth store at 707 North Chengtu 
Road to the Yi Chong Hsiang piece 
goods hong in Avenue Joffre at 
8.40 p.m. last Tuesday.

assistants, Koo King-piao and Yue

While on Bubbling Well Road, the 
bales attracted the attention of 
several coolies who, after examina- 
tion, shouted: “Japanese goods.” 
This attracted several pedestrians 
to the scene, and the number was 
considerably increased while the 
carts reached the corner of Mohawk 
and Taku Roads. The coolies then 
seized the cargo, and attacked the 
proprietor and his two assistants. 

When police arrived on the scene, 
the goods had been snatched by the 
coolies who dispersed in all direc- 
tions. Police chases along the 
streets resulted in the recovery of 
eight rolls and the arrest of the 
four accused, _ 

The proprietor corroborated the 
statement, and said that he pur- 
chased the goods for Yi Chong 
Hsiang store for some commission. 

Chao Ta-tsai, Yu King-ling, Tung 
Chen-hsu and Kung Hsi-chong, the 
accused, denied that they partici- 
pated in the highway robbery, They 
said that they picked up the aban- 
doned rolls in the streets. Judge 
Koh thereupon sentenced the accused 
to eight months’ imprisonment each, 





Canvasser Charged with Fraud 


Vladimir S. Petrovitch, - Russian, 
36, was sentenced to a fine of $200, 
or an alternative of 100 days in 
prison, at the First Special District 
Court on September 22. He was 
charged with fraud, and admitted 
that he had been canvassing for 
advertisements for a bogus publi- 
cation, 

The accused was arrested by de- 
tectives of Central Police Station, 
when the commandant of the 
Russian Regiment, Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps, reported that an un- 
kuown Russian had been obtaining 
advertisements for the Regiment’s 
album, whereas no such publication 
had been planned by the Regiment. 

An officer from Central Station 
told the court that the accused had 
collected advertisements from 21 
firms, and obtained a sum of Tls. 
445. Lieut, Gapanovich, of the 
Regiment stated that he had never 
‘seen the accused before and that 
nobody in the Regiment had asked 
him to canvass for advertisements. 

The accused admitted the offence, 
and said that he had spent, the 
money collected from the advertis- 
ers. 





Bomb-Thrower Sentenced 


Yung Wei-fan, the 16 year old 
bomb-thrower,. was sentenced to 
three . months’ imprisonment by 
Judge Chien Oon-yih in the First 
Special District Court on Sept. 
Bail was granted the 
accused during the period of ap- 
peal. * 

The hearing, which was adjoured 
from last month, was resumed at 
2.30 pm. The court was heavily 
guarded by police officers. A fairly 
large crowd attended the trial.

They had made thor- 
ough investigations into the dealings 
of, the guild before the letter and 
the.bomb were delivered, He statad 
that he had no intention of doing 
any bodily harm to anybody. 


Robbery of Two Years Ago 


Suspected as the leader of 
armed robber gang, Chen Yuan-tsen, 
alias Chen Ki-ting, was remanded 
by Judge Feng in the First Special 
District Court on Sept. 23. 
hen was arrested by the Louza 
police on Thursday afternoon in a 
house in Canton Road, and in his 
Possession was found a valuable 
piece of fur believed to be a portion 
of the booty carried away by several 
robbers from the Ma Shun Kee fur 
store at 523 Canton Road on the 
night of November 11, 1930. 

Details of the robbery of more 
than two years ago were told the 
Judg@ by Mr. S. C. Chien, Assistant 
Municipal Advocate, who prosecuted. 
Before the gangsters decamped 
from the store with several pieces 
of fur and $2,300 in cash, Mr. Chien 
said, a shop assistant had slipped 
out of the house and raised an alarm 
in the street. Chinese police con- 
stables No. 1813 and No. 1473 re- 
sponded to the alarm. During the 
gun battle between the gang and 
the police, the second constable was 
Wounded in the hand. No arrest 
was made, 

Acting on secret information, the 
Louza police raided a house at’ 351 
Ching Ho Fang, Canton Road, on 
Thursday afternoon, when the ac- 
cused was arrested, and a Piece of 
fur together with $352 were found. 
After examination, the piece of fur 
| was found to be identical with that 
taken from the store more than two 
years ago, 

Ma Shao-ching, a representative 
of the store, corroborated the state- 
ment of the ‘Municipal Advocate 
concerning the robbery, and iden- 
tified the accused as the leader mwho 
directed the action of the gangsters 
in the! store on the night of Novem- 
ber 11, 1930.

P.W.D. Foreman Fined $200 


Zee Kwei-sung, a foreman in the 
employ of the Hart Road office of 
the S.M.C. Public Health Depart- 
ment, who was charged with 
malfeasance in office in that at the 
Wuchow Road Market he demanded 
and accepted a bribe of $224, on 
Sept. 24 was sentenced to a fine of

Forged Race Tickets 


Five Chinese, four of whom were 
printers, were brought before Judge 
Feng in the First Special District 
Court on Sept. 26, charged with 
forging 3,000 receipts for the 
Shanghai Race Club Champion 
Sweepstake tickets. After a -btief 
hearing, the prisoners) were ne- 
manded in custody until Tuesday 
next for further examination. 

According to police evidence, 
detectives attached to the Louza 
Police Station, led by Acting Det.- 
Inspr. White, arrested the gang in 
two Chinese lodging houses on 
Sunday and scized the counterfeit 
receipt tickets as well as a hand 
press which the gang was operat- 
ing. The seized receipts were print- 
ed in light green ink, as were the 
genuine ones. The printing was 
fair and there was very little differ- 
ence between the originals and 
copies, but the quality of paper in 
the forgeries was not so good as 
used in the genuine ones, Mr. S. C, 
Chien, Assistant Municipal Ad- 
vocate, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion, told the Judge. 

The second accused, questioned by 
the Judge, stated his two friends 
from Ningpo recently gave him 
$80 and a_copy of the complainants’ 
Champion Sweepstake ticket and 
asked him to find a local shop to 
print several thousand more. ‘He 
then approached the first accused, 
who was a printer, with the offer 
and the latter agreed to print the 
whole lot for $50. 

The first accused admitted this, 
but said when he found out that 
the tickets were counterfeit ones, he 
refused to print them and trans- 
ferred the work to the printing shop, 
in Amoy Road, where the three 
other accused were employed. 

The Judge then questioned the 
three remaining prisoners whether 
they were responsible for the print- 
ing of the false race tickets. A 
general denial was entered by them, 
it being asserted that they were

that the larger problems at issue 
remained unsolved. aS 
“The Commission which was dis- 
patched by the Council to the scene 
of the conflict, on the initiative of 


Japan, has just reported,” he con- - 


tinued, “and I am sure I am voicing 
the feeling of the whole Assembly 
when I express the hope that its 
Report will be most conducive to a 
final settlement of the dispute, and 
that the methods and principles of 
the Covenant will find justification 
in, and then triumph over, the dif- 
ficulties surroundirig the problem.” 
Mr. de Valera surveyed the whole 
field of world politics, with ‘the 
activities of the League, and said 
that the coming year would be one 
of the most strenuous and important 
in the whole history of the League. 
Turning to the question of dis- 
armament, he declared that the 
measure of progress so far fell far 
short of what were the desires and

world,

would indubitably be judged by the 
success or failure of the Disarma-

The Irish statesman then dramati- 
cally declared: “‘May God assist us 
in the exalted task before us, May 
He not permit us to fail.” : 

Referring to the recently-conclud- 
ed Reparations Conference at Lau- 
sanne, he said that it wag still too 
soon to assess the final results, but 
they would be creditable if they 
paved a way to the settlement of 
inter-covernmental debts. 

There was, he said, much criti- 
cism on all sides of the League, 
which was accused of devoting it- 
self to matters of secondary im- 
portance. People were becoming 
impatient and were starting even 
to inquire whether the apparently 
meagre face-saving results of suces- 
sive League conferences justified 
the burdens on the League’s budget. 

There was a suspicion, he added, 
that if the hand raised ‘against 
the Covenant were _ sufficiently 
strong, it could smite with impun- 
ity. Mr. de Valera deprecated such 
an attitude. 

The Irish statesman then referred 
to his own country. The Irish 
Free State, he said, desired to be 
left free to pursue the adjustment 
of her social and economic life in 
peace and security. 

He concluded his remarks with 
a tribute to Sir Erie Drummond, 
whose resignation from the post 
of Secretary-General of the League 
of Nations—a position he has 
filled since 1919—will be accepted 
by the present Assembly.

Moscow, Sept, 24. 


The city population of the Soviet 
Union and especially that in cities 
and towns which came into dite 
only during the Soviet regime, is, 
according to « report carried by 
“Pravda,” steadily on the increase. 
The new cities of Stalinsk and 
Magnitegorsk have now a popula- 
tion of 46,000 and 64,000 respective- 
ly. Stalingrad boasts of 294,500 
heads, while in 1924 it had 90,400, 
The average annual increase in this 
city is stuted to be 25 per cent. 
The city of Makeyvka, in the 
Donetz. Basin, is growing annually 
by 19.2 per cent., Sverdlovsk by 15 
per cent. Nishni-Novgorod by 14.4 
per cent, and Grosny by 13.8 per 
cent. The inhabitants of Moscow 
and Leningrad registered an aver- 
age annual increase from 1926 to 
1931 of 9 per cent. 


The total population of the 
Soviet Union has since 1926 in- 
creased by 16,150,000, standing now 
at about 163,000,000 as against 
147,000,000 in 1926. In accordance

Count Manfred Gravina

Count Manfred Gravina, since 
September 1928 the League of 
Nations High Commissioner for the 
Free City of Danzig, died at.

NEW MOVEMENT BY

stage to matters of provincial con- 
cern, True, the Duff Commission 
on. Railways is expected to issue its 
report at Ottawa within a short 
time, but active consideration of 
this will have to await the return 
of the cabinet ministers. Mr. Ben- 
nett is in Calgary attending the an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian Bar 
Association, and most of his asso- 
ciates are at their homes for a 
period of relaxation following the 
busy days of the Imperial Con- 
ference. , 

There is no lack of speculation 
and discussion on the immediate 
future of government in British 
Columbia. Some months ago Prem- 
ier Tolmie invited a small group 
of business men of the province to 
make an independent survey of the 
affairs of the government; this 
committee, under the chairmanship 
of Mr, George Kidd, was given 
every facility for studying the 
financial record of the past twenty 
years, and was invited to make a 
report on its findings, together with 
recommendations for action. 


The Kidd Report has now ap- 
peared, and it is a courageous docu- 
ment. Setting aside the prejudices 
of party affiliation, the committee 
went right at the many-sided pro- 
blem before it, and a number of 
its observations are of high value. 
In the matter of finance it points 
out, not unjustly, that the province 
has advanced a ‘considerable dis- 
tance along the road to bankruptcy, 
and calls for an immediate stoppage 
of. unessential expenditure. The 
eport expresses amazement at the 
complacency with which govern- 
ments of both parties have allowed 
deficits to roll up, until the sum of 
these, $50,000,000, is more than 40 
Ber ent. of the gross provincial 

fi ; 


.. The -vecommendations contdined 
in the report, briefly summarised, 
are: ; ; 

1, That the cost of government 
be radically reduced by ‘cutting the 
number of members in the House 
from 47 to 28, and reducing the 
size of the cabinet accordingly. 
The 28 members would include 14 
from each party, one Conservative 
and one Liberal being chosen from 
each federal constituency. 


2. That further economies be 
effected by the curtailment of 
certain public works and land settle- 
ment, by the sale of the Pacific 
Great Eastern railway, and by the 


elimination of patronage. 


3. That the police forces of the 
province be greatly consolidated, so 
that the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police have jurisdiction over all 
except the municipal areas of Van- 
couver and Victoria. 

4, Tnat the increase in expend- 
diture on the social services be 
checked, and that the expenditure 
on old age pensions and mothers’ 


pensions be more carefully seru- 
tinised. 

It is most unlikely that there 
will be general accord regarding 


the whole of the report, for its 
scope is wide and in one way or 
another it affects ‘practically every- 
one. But it is already clear that 
the citizens of the province are 
much more willing to stake their 
future on independent leadership 
such as is evidenced by the Kidd 
Report, than to continue in! the 
toils of party bickerings. We look 


for early action by the Tolmie 
Government. 

A bombshe!l was thrown into 
Manitoba university and church 


circles with the sudden disclosure 
of large shortages in endowments 
and trust funds. John A. Machray, 
K.C., bursar and chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba and Chancellor of 
the Rupert’s Land diocese of the 
Church of England, was arrested 
and charged: with thefts from the 
funds of both institutions. 


It is a sad business. Mr. Machray 
was one of the leading citizens of 
Winnipeg—a man who took a pro- 
minent part in all public and 
philanthronic affairs. He had been 
bursar of the university since 1910, 
and chancellor of the diocese of 
Rupert’s Land sinee 1905; he is a 
graduate of the university whose

funds he is accused of stealing, and 
the head of the legal firm of Ma- 
ehray, Sharp, Parker and Crowley. 
Government audits are now taking 
place to determine to what extent 
the funds have been depleted, and 
it has been disclosed that no re- 
gular audits have taken place for a 
number of years. A special fund of 
$500,000 for the medical faculty of 
the university, given by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, is reported to be 
almost completely wiped out, but 
the department will open for the 
fall term as usual, : 

A hasty meeting of the officials 
of the university together with 
government representatives decided 
that drastic operating economies 
would have to include a salary cut 
of 18 per cent. for all members of 
the staff. They also ~ announced 
that the fees would have to be 
raised much higher than was ex- 
pected; thus, for the regular course 
in arts and science, where the fee 
was $65 last session it will bbe 
$185 this autumn. The govern- 
ment ‘has decided that it must as- 
sume the obligations represented by 
the vanished funds. 

Meanwhile Mr. Machray is con- 
fined to his bed by orders of his 
physician, and has been unable to 
appear in court to answer the 
charges laid against him. ' 

As a public spectacle, the total 
solar eclipse which swept down 
from the North Polar regions 
across Hudson’s Bay and then over 
part of Quebec province and the 
New England States was not a 
suecess, Some of the scientific 
parties, of which it is reported that 
there were five. hundred scattered 


out along the shadow path, made { 


valuable observations, but the ma- 
jority of observers had to watch the 
phenomenon through heavy clouds, 
which obscured the sky most of the 
afternoon. 

But if many of the observers 
close by were disappointed, it was 
quite otherwise with the vast radio 
audience who obtained news of the 
event at second-hand. The broad- 
casting companies had arranged to 
link up ‘stations right across the 
continent, and we, on the ‘Pacific 
Coast, who saw but a partial eclipse 
ourselves, could listen in to scient- 
ists all along the path of totality. 

The first anouncement I received 
was about ten minutes before the 
onset of totality in southern Quebec. 
It described the arrangements for 
telling the story, with three Can- 
adian observing stations (1) on the 
golf links at Magog, Quebec, (2) 
on the roof of the arts Building at 
McGill University and (8) in an 
aeroplane flying high above the St. 
River, and a_ station 
across the United States border at 
North Conway, New Hampshire. 

Then I heard a few words from 
Dr. Neil B. MacLean, McGill mathe- 
matician, speaking from Canadian 
station No. 2; he was optimistic, 
but reminded us that with but a 
few minutes remaining before the 
period of darkness the sky was still 
overcast. He told of the intricate 
apparatus that was set up before 
him, some of which had been taken 
to Russia in 1918 and had not been 
recovered until 1924. Among the 
instruments wag a_ spectrograph 
that charted the sun’s rays, after 
they had been separated into their 
components by passing through a 
prism, ° : 

At this moment the announcer 
broke in to tell us that contact with 
the aeroplane had been found im- 
possible, and we were whisked away 
to North Conway, New Hampshire. 
Here, through the eyes of our an- 
nouncers, we saw the eclipse: “It will 
be here in 30 seconds. I see what 
appears to be late twilight dropping 
over Mount Washington, Now it’s 
too dark to read. The moon has 
completely ‘covered the sun. I can 
see the corona through light clouds. 
(pause)....It just gets .a° person— 
he doesn’t know what to say... 
What a wonderful sight. Now the 
first rays of sunlight appear again. 
There is a vapid change in the 
landscape, The total eclipse of the 
sun is over.”

PRISONERS OF WAR 
By KuNIKos 


At 11.80 in the morning of 
Tuesday, September 15, 1840, 
the British brig Kite, 281 tons, 
belonging to Messrs. T. and W. 
Smith of Newcastle and com- 
manded by Mr. James T. 
Noble, was wrecked off the 
China coast, in the neighbour- 
hood of Ningpo. The Kite, after 
a passage from Shields-to Mauri- 
tius with a cargo of wines, had 
been sent in ballast to Madras 
and there loaded with supplies 
for the British navy then opera- 
ting in Chinese waters. Ag 
sometimes happens, the supply 
ship missed the navy first at 
Singapore and thei at Macao, 
whither she had pursued them; 
and was able to fulfill her mis- 
sion only by sailing on to the 
Chusan Islands, which were then 
in British occupation. Having 
deljvered her cargo to the fleet, 
she received on board four 
thirty-two pounders, six twelve- 
pound carronades, seven mari- 
nes, six first-class boys (a navy 
“boy” would not be recognised 
as such by his relations), and 
Lieut. Douglas, R.N., who bore 
with him a commission as a 
despatch carrier and survey 
ship. With all these, the Kite 
ventured up the Yangtze, after 
some adventures due to the in- 
correctness of the charts, going 
aground at least once. It was 
found that the ten feet of her 
draught was too much for the 
work to which she had been 
assigned, and she was ordered 
to return to Chusan. During 
the return trip she struck a 
bank and was wrecked. The 
story of the wreck and the sub- 
sequent captivity of the crew is 
told by John Lee Scott, one of 


the ‘apprentices, 
| * * 


For some moments there were 
the. makings of a. first class 
tragedy. Just before striking, 
the Master had ordered the an- 
chor to be let go. One result of 
this was that the ship swung in 
the tide, which was running like 
a sluice, and was soon broadside 
on. Caught in this position 
she capsized. Most of the crew 
were down with dysentery at 
the time, and while those on 
the deck sought safety in the 
shrouds of the rigging and on 
the side of the ship as she went 
over, there seemed to be little 
chance that those cooped up 
within her could escape alive. 
Most of them, however, managed 
to crawl out and were assisted 
into the comparative safety of 
the rigging, where all except a 
few who managed to get away 
in the jolly boat, clung for their 
lives. The gig, which was hoist- 
ed up on the starboard quarter, 
was lost when the brig went 
over, and the long boat was so 
hung that the crew could not 
jeu her loose on account of the 
guns. In the circumstances, 
then, those in the rigging could 
only pin theiy hopes upon the 
few who had got away in the 
jolly beat. These few included 
the Master’s wife, Mrs. Noble, 
whose baby was down below 
when the accident occurred and 
was buried under the general 
sliding of boxes from. one side 
of the ship to: the other. Her 
husband, the Master, was swept 
overboard and drowned.

The*race of the tides effec- 
tually prevented the jolly boat 
trom getting back to the wreck, 
and those in. the rigging were 
forced to cling there. With 
them they took the dog belong- 
ing to the mate, ‘but what hap- 
pened .to this animal afterwards 
is not related. Efforts to build 
a raft and so float ashore were 
fruitless, owing to the abject 
behaviour of the Lasecars who 
were part of the crew, and so 
the stranded men were left to be 
picked up by a Chinese junk 
which came with the purpose of 
‘plunder and was extremely re- 
luctant to be mixed up in any 
rescue work. The. crew, how- 
ever, were determined not to he 
left in the rigging, and event- 


ually the junkmen took them -on 
beard. 


* %£ * 
The party were -eventually 
landed in a village and were 


housed in a room in company 
with an immense buffalo. From 
there, after many more experien- 
ces, most of which were unplea- 
sant, they were escorted in the 
direction of Ningpo. Mr. Scott 
was in a difficult position. 
“Having no trousers, and my 
only clothing being a flannel 
shirt, and a black silk handker- 
chief round my head, which 
Twizell (another apprentice) 
had given me in the maintop, 
they gave me a piece of matting, 
but this proving rather an en- 
cumbrance than of any service, 
I soon threw it off, and walked 
on “sans culottes.’ After a 
tramp of many miles in this at- 
tire, the party met a number of 
Chinese who stopped them. The 
Lascars again proved unequal 
to the emergency, falling on 
their kness and pleading for 
mercy. This, in the belief of 
the author, encouraged the Chi- 
nese, who thereupon seized, 
bound, and dragged off the 
whole party before they knew 
where they were. Some ran 
away, but were soon caught and 
given a severe beating for their 
pains. The captives were then 
led, with ropes around their 
necks, to a large village. There 
they were tied to pillars and 
trees, and underwent the delight- 
ful experience of being baited 
by the mob. 

“The people amused themselves 
with making signs; some, that 
my head would be cut off, others 
that I should not lose my head, 
but my eyes, tongue, and nose, 
and all those little necessaries, 
and then be sent away—a most 
unenviable state to be reduced 
to. I was kept here some time, 
surrounded*by a number of ugly 
old women, who seemed to take 
‘a delight in teasing me; but the 
most active of my tormentors was 
neither old nor ugly, being a tall 
and well made person; her feet 
were not so misshapen as the 
generality of her countrywomen’s; 
in fact,.she was the handsomest 
woman I saw in China.” 

‘Thus magnanimously does Mr. 
Scott pay his tribute to feminine 


charm, in spite of all the cir- 


cumstances. 
° * * * 

The men were fettered round 
the ankles, wrists and neck, 
and more than once left in this 
condition to the tender mercies 
of the mob. “We remained a 
short time exposed to the insults 
of the lower orders, who amused 
themselves with pulling our 
hair, striking us with their 
pipes, spitting in our faces, and 
annoying us in all the petty 
ways they could think of.” They 
were destined to suffer even 
worse when they were put into 
cages, however. Yet, despite 
all this, Mr. Scott never lost his 
eye for the sex. While the 
crowd milled round them, he 
had time to observe that they 
(the women) “were a remark- 
ably plain set, their pretensions 
to beauty, in their own eyes, ap- 
pearing to lie in having the face 
painted red and white, and the 
feet distorted into a hooflike 
shape.” The description of. the 
cages, which were so contrived 
that those inside them could nei- 
ther lie, sit, nor stand, gives a 
good idea how they felt about 
them: © 

“In these -wooden contrivan-.es 
—which were not much unlike 
what I imagine Cardinal Balue’s 
machines to have been, only ours 
were wooden and portable—we 
- had neither room to stand, sit, 
nor lie, so that we were obliged 
to place ourselves in a dread- 
fully cramped position. Some 
few of the cages had a hole cut 
in the lid, large enough to allow 
the top of the head to pass out; 
into one of these I was fortunate 
enough to get; ‘but those who 

.were not so lucky, had the misery 

of sitting with their heads on one 

side, to add to their discomforts. 

Afterwards, I was put ‘into one 

without a hole, and miserable was 

my position.” ;

‘|tery,” in these cages can hardly 
jbe imagined. Also, no efforts 


were apparently made to shield 
the captives from the torments 
of bystanders. 

“Fortunately for me I had my 
hair cut close only a few days 
before we were wrecked, so 
there was little or nothing to 
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lay hold of; for the people on 


one side would pull my ‘hair to 
make me look their way and 
those on the other side would 
instantly pull again, to make me 
look round at them; and I, being 
ironed, hands, feet and _ neck, 
could not offer the least resis- 
tance, but was obliged to sit very 
patiently, or, in other words, to 
grin and bear it.” 

Things were bettered, however, 
when the prisoners finally arriv- 
ed at Ningpo and were put into 
the prison where they were des- 
tined to spend the remainder of 
their captivity. During the five 
months of their imprisonment 
they were constantly told that 
their release was imminent until 
at last they became so sceptical 
of the assurances of the Man- 
darins that, when the order 
came that they should be ex- 
changed, they would not believe 
it,

In the prison at Ningpo, the 
captives settled down to enjoy 
themselves as best they could 
in the circumstances. They 
found quite a number of things 
to interest and amuse them, 
once they had got used to being 
eaten alive by insects and to the 
unpleasant atmosphere of their 
place of confinement. 

“Days and weeks passed on, 
and we gave up all hopes of a 
speedy release, expecting nothing 
less than imprisonment for a 
year or two; but I cannot say 
that I was now much troubled 
with the fear of losing my head. 
During this time we were some- 
times amused with a fight in the 
yard, between two of the soldiers 
—a most-unpleasant kind of com- 
bat, for they seized hold of each 
other’s tails with one hand, and 


to the gyround, clawed an 
scratched with the other hand, 
till the one with the weak- 
est tail rolled over and gave in; 
we always tried to get out and 
see fair play, but the soldiers 
mustered too strong at these 
times. Sometimes, again, a 
drunken soldier would make his 
appearance, and coming to the 
window afford us a little amuse- 
ment, for, getting hold of his 
tail. we made it fast to the 
grating, and then left him, to 


dragging the head down a = 


get loose as he could; generally — 


one of his comrades, attracted -by 

his bellowing, came and released 

him; all this was not very edify- 
ing employment, but it served to 
pass the time.....” 

Later they managed to get 
hold of a New Testament and 
“Flavel on Providence,’ which 
made their leisure hours more 
edifying. Incidentally, when 
they were released they present- 
ed the New Testament to their 
gaoler, with whom they had 
managed to make great friends, 
and “Tlavel on Providence” went 
to a Chinese officer who. had 
shown them some kindnesses. 

Their gaoler proved a jovial 
old sportsman, once they came 
to understand him. They first 
won his good graces by throw- 


ing some water into the faces - 


of those who looked into their 
prison through its one window. 
This, by the way, was an amuse- 
ment for which the Chinese 
were made to pay. All those 
who would not hand over a few 
cash for the privilege of looking 
through the bars, had water 
thrown into their faces, and out 
of this the prisoners made a 
little money with which they 
bought oddments to improve their 
position. 

“Our, proceedings amused the 
old gaoler exceedingly and he

part, we prevailed upon the old 
jailer to allow us to have some 
samshu, a liquor very like gin, 
and obtained from rice, We 
made a better Christmas of it 
than I had expected, and after 
our dinner we called or jailer 
in, and drank his health, to his 
great delight; in fact, he was so 
much pleased, that he ‘ran out of 
our room, and immediately re- 
turned, bringing with him a 
haunch of goat, which he said 
‘he gave to us’; and was going 
to hang it up in our room, but we 
deemed it expedient to place it 
in the outer air, so he hung it 
up outside, and we had it for 
dinner the next day.” 


From that time they were al- 
lowed to have as much- samshu 
as they liked, and only once was 
the privilege abused, and that 
time by one of the Lascars, who 
were always doing . the wrong 
thing.

TWO SHORT STORIES 


Tue DEATH oF Nose Gopavary.—By| Tue 


Ly Sackville West, Benn, London. 


Another contribution to literature 


comes from the pen of Miss V. 
Sackville West with the publication 
of two short stories under the title 
of “The Death of Noble Godavary.” 
The first one, from which the book 
takes its name, is a perfect example 
of Miss West’s free and forceful 
style. It is the story of a family 
in the north of England, dominated 
by the influence of the dales, where 
they are isolated from the world, 
and their hereditary traits, of which 
each member of the family is con- 
scious but utterly unable to over- 
cone. The introduction of foreign 
blood into the family, by a second 
marriage of the master of the house, 
leads to the confusion of the entire 
family by the product of the alli- 
ance in circumstances which Miss 
West handles with logic and com- 
pleteness. In fact Miss West shows 
the uneanny power of Poe in her 
creation of atmosphere, and pre- 
sents, in a story which covers a 
period of three days, an imaginative 
saga of several generations. The 
climax of the story is epic in its 
conception, and “The Death of Nobile 
Godavary” may easily be accounted 
one of the best short stories of the 
year. 

“Gottlieb Kunstler,’ second and 
shorter story in the volume, though 
perhaps lacking the grip of its pre- 
decessor, nevertheless shows Miss 
West’s intense imaginative faculty 
to a still greater degree. The story

His latest 
novel, “Smith,” offers all the in- 
gredients of sure popularity which 
were in his earlier works. Smith 
js a carpenter and a good one, we 
are told. Sorrell admirers are sure 
to be Smith lovers. 


A Batch of Favourites

The End of The Herries Saga 


Those who have not yet read Mr. 
Hugh Walpole’s great works of 
' fietion, “Rogue Herries” and ‘Judith 
Paris” should hasten to right this 
omission. ‘For on August 25th 
Messrs. Macmillan & Co. are publish- 
jng the third volume of the chroni- 
cles of the Herries family. The 
story of “The Fortress” is of the 
same spacious and intricate struc- 
ture as the earlier vclumes of the 
same series and no less generously 
peopled and adorned. 

It covers a period of English so- 
ial life from 1825—1875, and the 
background is in part Cumberland, 
in part London. In “The Fortress” 
Judith Paris remains the principal 
figure as she did in Mr. Walpole's 
previous book, . Her personality 
holds together all the many varied 
threads of this great family ditama. 


Walpole and Sir Walter 

But “The Fortress” will not be 
the only book, published within the 
next few weeks, on which Mr. Wal- 
pole’s name will appear. Everyone 
knows that he is an ardent admirer 
of Sir Walter Scott, and in this, the 
Scott Centenary Year, he naturally 
pays his. public tribute. Partly. this 
is to be done in a Scott Omnibus, 
entitled “The Waverley Pageant.” 
This is a selection of seventy-six 
favourite passages which Mr. Wal- 
pole has made from Scott’s novels 
and to which he has written an 
introduction. The publisher will be 
Eyre and Spottiswoode, 

-Mr, Walpole’s homage will also 
take another. form. About two 
years ago he purchased Sir Walter 
Scott’s Letter Books, containing 
some thousands of lettens written 
by many hands to the great novelist. 
These form the basis of a book 
flo be published by Murray, with 
a lengthy title, “Sir Walter’s Post- 
bag: More Stories and Sidelights 
from his Unpublished Letter Books, 
written and selected by Wilfred 
Partington.” To this volume Myr. 
(Walpole has written a Foreword. 

And yet one more. The Golden 
(Cockerell Press will bring out in 
September “The Apple Trees.” In 
this little book will be four chap- 
ders of reminiscences by Hugh Wal- 
pole and there will be engravings 
tby Lynton Lamb.

The Story of Hitler 


A biography of great momentary 
interest is “Adolf Hitler’ by Dr. 
Emil Lengyel (Routledge). This is 
a translation from the German and 
shows an intimate knowledge of the 
man who is now of critical import- 
ance not only to the country of his 
adoption, but to the whole world. - 

Adolf Hitler, the founder of the 
National Socialist (or Nazi) Party, 
is by birth an Austrian, but Slav 
by descent. He is one of those men 
with a rare power to fascinate and 
move great éfowds of people. 
Ambition and vanity seem to be 
his leading principles and as yet it 
is quite impossible to say what will 
be the outcome of his fervid efforts. 

Dr. Lengyel brings a highly cri- 
tical attitude to bear upon his sub- 
ject, but all the facts are carefully 
found and set out, and Hitler has 
been allowed to express himself 
largely through the text of his own 
speeches. The book, twhich is shrewd 
and well written, can be strongly 
recommended to all students of cur- 
rent politics. 


Mr. Churchill Views his Ancestor 


The writing of a new Life of the 
Duke of Mariborough would, in any 
event, be of first class interest to 
the reading public, because that 
great and illustrious soldier is ever 
a fascinating and somewhat elusive 
subject for the biographer. 

But the news that a descendant 
of the Duke, Mr, Winston Churchill, 
is writing the Life makes it of 
very special interest. This is Mr. 
‘Churchill's first attempt at histori- 
cal biography and with it he hopes 
to rehabilitate the founder of his 
family, who has never quite lost the 
reputation for undue suppleness 
amongst his contemporaries. 


A Tremendous Adventure 


The great range of the Himalayas 
are always standing as a lure to 
the intrepid mountaineer. One day, 
Mount Everest, with its defiant 
29,000 feet, will be scaled: but that 
is not yet. Last year a great feat 
was accomplfshed in the climbing 
of the almost equally defiant 25,009 
feet of Mount Kamet. ; 

This adventure is vividly deserib- 
ed by the leader of the expedition, 
Mr, F. S. Smythe, in “Kamet Con- 
quered” (Gollancz). Mr. Smythe is 
not only a great climber; he is also 
a writer of outstanding ability. His 
story, and the story of his Eng- 
lish companions with a devoted staff 
of native bearers, is one which is 
enough to make the ordinary man’s 
hair stand on end. The last 3,000 
feet demanded a combination of 
courage, skill and strength, which 
with engaging modesty are brought 
home to the reader.

Man. Witnout A Face.—By 
Clifton Robbins, Benn, London. 7/6 

The title of this book may convey 
the idea that it is gruesome, but 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. The “man without a face” 
is no victim of disfigurement, but an 
able schemer who possesses the 
faculty of making his features ap- 
pear so ordinary that even those 
with whom he has conversed can 
give no description of him of any 
value afterwards. 

An ingenious murder is staged ‘in 
the course of private  theatricals 
under the guise of an accident, and 
if Clay Harrison had not recognised 
among the guests a lady with whom 
ie had crossed swords on a pre- 
vious occasion, no suspicions would 
have been aroused. The “How” of 
the crime is soon discovered, but-+the 
investigation of “Why” leads to an 
exciting chase to London and Havre.

Herepity. In The Light of Esoteric 
Philosophy.—By Irene Bastow Hud- 
son, M.B. (London.), M.B.B.S. (Lond.) 
Le.c. (Ganada) M.B.c.s. (Eng.), 
L&¢.P. (Lond.). Rider, London. 3/6 

This book is described as a 
treatise on heredity. . 

The first part is devoted toa 
description of the theories of those 
whom the author regards as 
materialistic teachers on the sub- 
As however their views are 
dismissed in a space apparently 
too short to permit the author éven 
to give a summary of their findings, 
it is impossible to determine what 
these theories are. : 

The theories of Mendel, for 
example, are dismissed in a few 
words which do not apparently 
relate to Mendel’s theories as pro- 
pounded by himself, but to the 
author’s view .as to their signifi- 
eance, Since the general view is 
that the Mendelian theory is one 
of the most important contribu- 
tions to the study of heredity ever 
put forward, it is disappointing to 
read a book dealing with the 
subject which dismisses it so 
briefly, particularly when on pene- 
trating further one finds numerots 
quotations from a little known 
authoress with whom the ordinary 
person is only acquainted because 
of the controversy which at one 
time arose as to whether she was 
a complete charlatan or not. 

Parts 2 and 8 relate to occultism 
and religious theories, apparently 
derived from Hindu philosophy. 
The reviewer is not competent to 
state whether these theories are 
well expressed or whether they re- 
present an accurate description of 
the philosophy so described. After 
them, however, he was left with an 
entire lack of comprehension as to 
what the author was endeavouring 
to prove. 


In reviewing this book one is 
irresistibly reminded of the old and 
often abused quotation “There are 
more things in Heaven and earth 
Horatio, than are dreamt of in 
your philosophy.” 

It is a book which is clearly 
intended for the more spiritual 
and, if one may be permitted to 
use the word, highbrow; and if 
portions remind one of the crypto- 
grams so dear to the Bacon- 
Shakespeare ccutroversialist, its 
value must be left to the judg- 
ment of those with faith and a 
knowledge of the inner significance 
of secret numerals and_ other 
mystical puzzles, but one cannot 
recommend the book as a treatise 


on heredity from the scientific 
standpoint.—J.H.J.

CHINESE POEMS IN ENGLISH RHYME.— 
By Admiral Ts’ai T'ing-kan. The 
University of Chicago Press, 
Chicago, Illinois, G.$3.50. 

Tins is a collection of 122 poems 
from the first and third books of 
the Ch’ien Chia Shih rendered, 
within certain boundaries which the 
author has fixed for ~ himself, in 
English verse. These boundaries 
considerably limit their scope. They 
are explained in the preface: “In 
translating these poems the rule 
followed was that each Chinese 
word be equal to one foot or two 
syllables in English. Thus in the 
poems of five Chinese words in each 
line the pentameter is. used. In 
poems of seven words in the line, 
the hexameter was generally used.” 
Admiral Ts’ai’s scholarship is thus 
shackled; and the result is not 
always happy. The metre and 
form are too cramping. 


To do him justice, he does not 
claim that the Chinese poems are 
translated into English poetry: only 
into English rhyme, which can be 
very different. The Chinese poems, 
with their marvellous connotations, 
their subtlety in inference, and 
their fine distinctions of meaning 
are thus transferred into a medium 
which is often quite unsuited—a 
medium which is unable to bear 
those very qualities which make 
them unique. 

It is a defect which is not common 
to translations from the Chinese. 
So great a poet as Milton found it 
out in his versification of - the 
Psalms of David. Comparing the 
following extract from the Au- 
thorised Version with Milton's verse 
will serve to illustrate the point:— 

“O Lord, my God, in thee do I put 
my trust: save me from all them 
that persecute me, and deliver me: 
lest he tear my soul like a lion, rend- 


ing it in pieces, while there is none: 


to deliver.” s 
And Milton: 


“Lord my God to thee I flie 
Save me and secure me under 
Thy protection while I crie 
Lest a lion (and no wonder) 

He hast to tear my soul asunder 
Tearing and no rescue nigh.” 


In the versification the soul .of 
the psalm is “torn asunder”: the 
whole power of the appeal ig lost. 

Milton set himself no task -to 
follow the metre of the original 
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near to it as he could. He had 


the whole, magnificent range of 
English poetry, with all its choice 
of ‘forms, before him. Admiral 


Ts’ai has tied himself down to two 
forms only, endeavouring to ex- 
press in them thoughts which are 
often too great for them, and for- 
getting that the length and breadth 
of English versification’ offered him 
very much more suitable alterna- 
tives. : 

Poem 47, “Verses written on the 
painting of a polo match,” is a 
satire upon a dissolute. monarch, 
the Emperor Ming Huang. (The 
Chiu Ling and Han Hsiu referred: 
to were two ministers of his reign 
mae advice -he consistently ignor- 
ed. . 

“Wide stand the gates and doors 
throughout the central courts— 

The drunken monarch now returns 
from polo sport. : 

Chiu-ling is now retired, Han 

Hsiu to death has gone, 

When morn appears, reproofs that 
come shall be withdrawn.” 


In these lines the barb of the 
original satire is lost. They convey 
very little indeed to the general 


reader. Compare them with a 
similar satire on an  -English 
monarch, written in the English 
language, “Epitaph to Charles 
l:’— 
“Here lies our sovereign lord -the 
King, 


Whose word no man relies on, 
Who never said a foolish thing, 
And never did a wise one.” 

Other comndrisons might be made 
between Admiral Ts’ai’s transla- 
tion of political epigrams and 
similar epigrams in English verse, 
to illustrate how the force of the 
Chinese original has been lost in 
the translation, largely due to self- 
imposed limitations of the medium. 

The fact that the Chinese original 
and the English translation appeat 
on the same page in the work under 
review dulls the edge of these 
criticisms, and compels admiration 
for the manner in which the author 
has achieved success within the 
limits he has set himself. It is, 
however, admiration for scholarship 
and the infinite pains taken, not for 
the result. It is to be hoped that 
this criticism will be vitiated when 
Admiral Ts’ai publishes his book 
on the methods he favours in 
translation work of this kind. This 
book he promises in the preface, 
and it should be an invaluable com- 
panion to the one under review. 
Until it comes, one feels that the 
present volume is incomplete. The 
reader is, as it were, left in the air, 
With the fuller work, it is possible 
that the reasons for Admiral] Ts’ai’s 

aoice will make everything that 
has here been said superfluous and 
unnecessary. Until this volume 
comes, however, these remarks must 
stand. 


There are some very useful com- 
parative chronological tables at the 
end of this collection of poems, which 
greatly assist the student in realis- 
ing conditions in Europe at the 
time they were written in China.— 
DH.

It is difficult for a reviewer to 
handle a novel of this kind. It is 
just the type that can be turned out 
by any reasonably observant 
resident in India, in fact it is 
almost photographic in its repro- 
duction of some of the more fatuous 
small-talk of Anglo-India (old 
style). India really is incidental 
to the story because the scene might 
have been laid in any other country, 
so that aspect of the novel is of 
little importance. It is difficult, 
however, to believe in the per- 
sonality of the husband of Justine 
Gay. He marries the ‘girl with 
the clear knowledge that she knows 
little about him, and then when it 
turns out eventually that she is the 
illegitimate offspring of a peer, he 
considers he has been badly deceiv- 
ed. Surely in these days illegiti- 
macy is not lo6ked upon in so bar- 
baric a light even by a merchant 
in the East. But the author brings 
the couple together again and thus 
rounds. up what must be termed an 
undistinguished but quite harmless 
novel.—E.H.

The plot of this rather artless 
first novel is soon told. Gabriel 
Bartoldy, otherwise Old Barty, the 
lovable, impractical violinist in a 
London theatre orchestra, is the 
father of Hans, who shows promise 
at the age of six of becoming a 
musical genius. Hans’ mother, 
Lillah, runs off with another man} 
Tina, who looks after father and 
child, dies after a seizure in the 
street. The great master violinist, 
Tesconelli, comes to hear Hans and 
dies from heart failure. The next 
greatest violinist, Kronan, adopts 
Hans, and arranges his first concert 
at the Albert Hall, during the 
course of which Old Barty dies in 
the artists’ room.

However, wives don’t all show 
this lack of interest and I hear from 
London that 

“Men are not to be outdone and 
are to have a dress salon of their 
own. It is to be opened in a few 
weeks’ time in a fashionable part of 
the West End, and a cockt#il bar 
will be permanently installed, Sev- 
eral of the best-known young men 
about town have offered to wear the 
new clothes and accessories at the 
dress shows which will take place 
twice a’week.

The Nudist’ Movement 


It seems that the Nudist move- 
ment is creating quite a sensation 
in Hongkong. - It is at any rate in 
existence in actual fact, ‘for a local 
newspaper speaks of “Naked bath- 
ing in River” and members bask- 
ing in the sun and swimming with- 
out a stitch of clothing on.

GOSSIP ABOUT FASHION 


Clothes that are Easy tio Wear: The Craze 
for Metal Shoes 


; London. 
The London fashions for autumn 
which are already being shown in 
some of the salons in the West End 
will appeal immensély to women. 
They are more adaptable than -the 
fashions of last season, although 
perhaps they are not quite so jaunty. 
But, after all, jauntiness appeals to 
enly one section of the women who 
are searching for becoming clothes. 
The older woman, who has been 
neglected of late, will find these new 
autumn clothes very easy to wear. 


The high waist, for example, need 
worry’ no one. There are several 
ingenious variations of it, and 
London designers . have studied it 
carefully with the idea of adapting 
it to suit the English figure. On 
many models-it drops at the back to 
a little below the normal waistline, 
and some of the belts are adjustable 
to any figure. 


I recently saw at a London house 
some woollen sports suits having 
corselet skirts which were cut to a 
point in front; this buttoned on to 
a tab of the material on the crépe 
blouse. At the back a belt was 
fitted at the normal waistline over 
the skirt. Even on. some of the 
jumpers the high waist is stressed 
in the-design. But these are usually 
more becoming to the younger 
woman. Her mother will prefer the 
belted woollen jumpers and jerkins 
which are shown in nearly every 
house. 


Another fashion which is sure of 
a welcome is the wrap-over dress, 
which has definitely arrived this 
season, It may fasten at the back 
if you prefer, but it is easier, and 
often more attractive, to have the 
opening in front, with buttons or 
clips or some patent fastening to 
add interest and act as trimming. 


Another easy-to-wear newcomer 
is the raglan sleeve, which will be 
seen morning, noon, and night next 
season. This is more important, 
really, than it appears at first sight, 
for it is one of the reasons why 
those “jaunty” lines have passed. . 


With it have arrived the three- 
quarter coat and the longish jacket 
which passes the hips, the cleverly 
set-in yokes and the hundred and 
one new kinds of fur scarves, 
“nieces,” and capes. On sports and 
evening wraps this sleeve is usually 
very loose; but on the morning suit 
and the afternoon coat it is nearly 
always cut in such a way that the 
silhouette looses very little of its 
trimness. 

It is going to be the fashion this 
autumn to load oneself . heavily 
with metal. Massive chromium 
bracelets like elegant handcuffs, some 
in the shape of miniature gauntlets, 
and ropes of metal necklets twisted 
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the designer’s idea. The newest 
thing is to have a bag which is 
closed by means of a fastener which 
looks like part of an engine—a cog, 
or a valve, or something else’ which 
suggests a mechanical mind. 


Very much the same idea is seen 
on the latest belts. Ordinary buckles 
are things of the past. I saw one 
which had a couple of chains slipped 
through a thick meta] book, and 
another made of a metal circle with 
a tiny wooden stick pushed through 
it. They are all amusing, though I 
confess that it took the mannequins 
who showed them a couple of 
minutes’ concentrated effort to get 
one or two of them off. 


Shoes seem to be the only acces- 
sories to have escaped the vogue for 
metal. Sandals -are still very 
strongly in favour for the evening, 
and some of the new autumn models 
are made of soutache braid in gold 
and silver and pastel shades. They 
look rather like the shoes of woven 
string and leather which are so 
popular now for the beach, Another 
new material for evening is gros- 
grain ribbon ornamented here and 
there with hand-stitching. 


Shoes made in sections with a 
border which curls away from the 
foot are very attractive, and there 
is a trimming made of fine gold 
leather piping forming a stalk 
which ends in a tiny leaf. I liked 
some of the new mules made of satin 
cut on the bias and folded in and 
out over the toes, 


Many of the new velvet gowns 
have shoes to match. The new 
“velours paysan,” which is a velvet 
with a crépe surface, as well as the 
new dull velvet, is being used. One 
designer showed me some shoes in 
a rich wine-coloured velvet, covered 
with a hand-made gold net which 
allowed only the toecaps and heels 
to be visible. 


For the sportswoman, however, 
the new ponyskin shoes will be 
interesting. These are not unlike 
calf-skin in appearance, and the 
surface is extraordinarily resistant 
to wear. I was told by the designer 
that a pair of these shoes would 
last ten years! 


Nothing is ever wasted in the 
dressmaking world. Everyone will 
remember the thick floss silk of 
which we made jumpers just after 
the war. Well, I saw it used in a 
big house as a trimming on evening 
frocks and jackets and day-time 
gauntlet gloves. It looked like fine 
ostrich feather fronds, but no, it was 
artificial silk curied and stiffened. 
It struck everyone as very novel, 
but not one of. the spectators at the 
show had the courage to ask what 
would happen to it if it were caught

plain dresses. I saw L 
wearing what seemed to be a wide 
metal collar like an African 
native’s, for we are only now seeing 
the effect of last year’s French 
Colonial Exhibition on fashion. The 
collar looked smart—but thoroughly 
uncomfortable! 


Some of the designers are using 
what looks like chromium or brass 
headed nails as a trimming on belts 
ar shoulders, and there are some new 
fasteners which are really only 
enormous press-buttons. But they 
look like the kind of pointed studs 
which ornamented the shields of the 
ancient Britons, so they evoke a 
considerable amount of curiosity. 


It is even possible in Paris to buy 
belts covered with overlapping metal 
scales, with handbags to match, 
although the weight of the handbag 
is, naturally, something of a con- 
sideration. Still, the effect is good. 
As a final touch, some of the new 
gloves have gauntlets which are 
trimmed with tiny metal plates. A 
good deal of discretion will have to 
be exercised, I-think, when this kind 
of outfit is worn. The effect of all 
these metal accessories together will 
be. overwhelming, whereas two or 
three items carefully chosen -will be 
attractive. 


By the way, I forgot the hats. 
These haven’t altogether escaped 
from the craze for metal. Some of 


‘the new flat medieval berets, which 


look rather like the favourite head- 
gear of Henry. VIII, have little 
metal bell-cases sewn in front, en- 
closing a morse] of fur. 

Another suggestion. When buying 
your new autumn handbag see that 
the metal mount looks important. 
Strictly speaking, it should make 
the bag look insignificant as regards 
interest and size. If it fastens with 
a device which is like a peculiarly 
intricate Chinese puzzle, so much 
the better. It is pickpoeket-proof 
and will intrigue your friends to the 
point of fury—which is apparently 











one woman; @Another amusing novelty is the
